Samuel  W.  Richards  born  August  19,  1824,  Richmond,  Massachusetts, 
son  of  Phinehas  (d.  1874,  Salt  Lake  City)  and  Wealthy  (Dewey)  Richards 
(d.  1852,  Salt  Lake  City.)  Joined  Mormons  at  age  14,  and  was  missionary 
to  New  York,  Connecticut  and  Vermont  the  next  year.  Went  with  his 
father’s  family  to  Nauvoo  in  1842.  Labored  on  Nauvoo  Temple  as  a 
carpenter  until  it  was  finished.  Member  of  Joseph  Smith’s  proposed 
explorers  to  locate  place  for  Mormons  in  Rocky  Mountains,  1844.  On 
exodus  from  Nauvoo  he  took  his  wife  to  Mormon  refugee  camp  in  Iowa  and 
then  returned  to  go  on  mission  to  England,  Prance,  Germany,  etc.  ’While 
president  of  British  mission  he  edited  the  Millennial  Star,  etc.  In 
Salt  Lake  he  served  as  alderman,  police  judge,  president  of  city  council, 
member  of  Utah  legislature,  etc.  Was  U.  S.  Commissioner  for  Davis  County. 
In  Nauvoo  Legion  he  served  as  drill  sergeant,  and  in  Utah  was  colonel  of 
the  second  regiment  of  the  territorial  militia.  Footed  part  of  expense  of 
fighting  Indians  in  Sanpete  County,  1852-3. 

His  brothers  and  sisters  who  reached  Utah  were:  Apostle  Franklin 

Dewey;  Wealthy  Maria  of  Farmington,  Utah,  who  married  Walter  Eli  Wilcox; 
and  Henry  Phinehas,  who  md.  Margaret  M.  Empey.  His  brother  Joseph  W. 
died  while  with  the  Mormon  Battalion,  1846,  at  Pueblo,  Colorado.  Had  living 
in  Utah  an  aunt  Nancy  wife  of  William  Pierson;  Uncle  Levi  W.  who  married 
Sarah  Griffith;  Uncle  Willard  the  apostle.

(Journal  No.  i) 

January  1846  Continued  work  as  usual  on  the  Temple  of  the  Lord  untill 
the  Morning  of  the  7t.h  of  January  when  being  called  upon  I went  in  to  re- 
ceive my  endowment  Went  in  about  10  in  the  morning  with  the  second 
company,  was  the  first  of  the  company  that  was  washed  at  the  same  time 
with  Walter  E Wilcox  done  by  Jacob  Gates,  and  anointed  by  Harrison 
Burgess,  also  received  a new  name  of  him.  B.L.  Clapp,  Eldheim,  & Orson 
Pratt,  Peter.  Received  through  the  v.  by  Amasa  Lyman.  Got  through 
about  4 in  the  afternoon  and  left  the  house,  while  passing  out  Pres 
Joseph  Young  informed  me  that,  he  should  depend  upon  me  to  come  and  as- 
sist in  giving  the  Endowment.  On  the  Morn,  of  the  8th  commenced  my 
work  as  usual  on  the  Temple,  and  continued  thereat  untill  the  Morn,  of  the 
20th  when  I was  sent  for  by  Bro.  Young,  to  come  and  labour  in  the  Endow- 
ments and  immediately  went  for  that  purpose  First  commenced  writing 
for  Pres . Joseph  and  the  next  day  commenced  labour  at  the  veil,  and  con- 
tinued administering  and  officiating  in  all  the  departments  of  the  first 
endowment  with  the  exception  of  serpent,  which  I esteemed  as  a great 
blessing  and  privelege,  affording  to  me  a knowledge  of  those  things  which 
had  been  concealed  before. 

Friday  23rd  By  my  interposition  Father  John  Parkers  family  received  their 
endowments  his  Daughter  Mary  being  my  intended  wife,  after  which  I ob- 
tained permission  of  Pres  Joseph  for  her  to  have  the  privelege  of  spend- 
ing her  time  in  the  temple  also,  where  she  commenced  her  labours  on  the 
morn,  of  the  27th  (p.  2)  and  in  the  evening  of  the  29th  we  were  sealed 
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1846,  January-February

upon  the  alter.  Husband  and  Wife,  for  time  and  all  Eternity,  by  Arcasa 
Lyman,  at  25  minutes  to  nine  Witnessed  by  Phinehas  Richards  and  C.  W. 
Wandall  and  recorded  by  F.  D.  Richards.  Ho  541.  In  the  eve  of  the 
31st  I left  the  Temple  with  my  wife,  and  went  to  her  fathers  house,  where 
I spent  the  night  with  her  for  the  first  time. 

Febuary  1st  Sunday,  attended  meeting  at  the  temple.  Preaching  by  Orson 
Pratt,  followed  by  Moses  Smith,  who  presented  the  claims  of  ’’Strang,"  as 
President  of  the  Church.  He  was  followed  by  Brigham  Young  and  Orson  Hyde, 
who  used  him  up,  by  tearing  down  the  Principles  of  his  foundation.  When 
by  vote  of  church,  Moses  Smith,  and  Samuel  Shaw,  (who  was  in  company  with 
him)  was  disfellowshiped  by  the  Church  and  J.  J.  Strang,  given  over  to 
the  Devil. 

2nd  and  3rd  at  the  Temple  in  the  endowments  as  usual,  4th  and  5th  business 
was  suspended  that  the  work  hands  might  rest  from  their  labours. 

Friday  6th  The  work  commenced  again  as  usual  at  which  I continued  without 
rest  or  sleep,  untill  Sunday  Morn,  about  4 o clock,  when  I retired  for 
rest.  About  4 hours  after  I left  the  endowment  was  closed.  In  the  after- 
noon I returned  to  the  Temple  and  assisted  to  consecrate  some  oil,  also 
just  at  night  to'  anoint  a Queen  to  Bro  Woodard,  (or  the  Pa?:an  Prophet) 
Monday  Feb . 9th  Commenced  work  at  my  trade  on  the  temple  as  before,  made 
a music  box,  for  Bro.  Robert  T.  Burton.  In  the  afternoon  (p.  3)  the  roof 
of  the  Temple  caught  fire,  which  was  put  out  but  with  considerable  damage. 
In  the  eve.  met  at  the  Temple  with  a select  party  for  a Dance,  several  of 
the  Twelve  being  present,  and  all  the  Brass  Band.  Commenced  a little 
before  Eight  with  prayer  by  Bro.  Hyde,  and  continued  the  merriment  with  a 
plenty  of  wine  untill  10  minutes  to  3.  morn.  Continued  work  at  the  temple 
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as  usual  and  on 

Thursday  the  12th  Commenced  a regular  meeting  with  the  Bretheren  in  the 
Temple  for  prayers,  to  continue,  so  long,  as  we  staid  in  the  place,  be- 
ginning near  the  hour  of  sunset. 

Friday  the  13th  Left  my  work  at  the  temple  and  went  to  see  Willard  start 
on  his  journey  west,  not  being  quite  ready,  spent  3 hours  in  assisting 
him  load  his  goods,  and  returned  to  the  temple.  Continued  my  work,  and 
meetings,  at  the  temple  untill, 

Wednesday  the  18th  Made  a strike  with  the  temple  hands,  because  of  the 
want  of  Provisions  and  clothing,  as  many  were  suffering,  went  out  a 
while  with  Wm  Felshaw,  Hunting.  T.O.  Angel,  the  architect  of  the  temple 
immediately  visited  the  Trustees  to  lay  before  them  the  wants  of  the 
temple  hands,  and  upon  the  pledge  of  their  word,  that  all  should  be  done 
in  their  power,  to  relieve  the  wants  of  the  hands  they  again  resumed  their 
labours  on  the  following  morning.  Missed  prayer  at  the  temple. 

The  19th  in  the  afternoon  received  a visit  at  the  temple  from  the  Trustees 
in  connection  with  Brigham  and  Heber  who  spoke  to  the  hands  upon  what  had 
taken  place.  The  result  of  (p.  4)  which  was  that  JohnSfciles  was  placed  in 
the  office,  that  there  might  be  an  equal  distribution  of  Provision  &c. 
Continued  work  and  prayers  through  the  weei;  and  on  sun 

Sun,  the  22nd  a large  congregation  met  in  the  temple,  the  floor  settled 
a little  below  its  level  and  the  congregation  rushed  out,  repaired  to 
the  grove,  where  a discourse  was  delivered  by  Orson  Hyde  and  followed  by 
Brigham  Young  upon  ihe  organization  of  the  church  in  refutation  to  strang- 
ism.  in  the  afternoon.  Met  with  the  seventies  at  the  Concert  Hall,  from 


thence  to  prayer  meeting  in  the  temple  untill  10  o clock  in  the  evening,

being  one  of  the  first  Quorum,  numbering  15  which  Quorum  regulated  the 
order  of  Meeting  in  the  Temple  under  the  direction  of  Orson  Hyde  and 
Joseph  Young,  and  who  should  there,  attend. 

Monday  25rd  also  24  & 25th  at  the  temple  as  usual  in  the  eve  of  the  25th 
went  to  Joseph  Youngs,  where  my  wife  was  visiting  and  on  our  return  home 
called  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  and  saw  the  Paintings,  representing  the  Car- 
thage murder  of  Joseph  and  Hyrum,  also  Joseph  addressing  the  Nauvoo  Legion. 
From  that  called  at  Uncle  Levi's,  and  agreed  to  go  with  him  the  next  morn- 
ing to  the  camp  of  the  saints.  Six  miles  over  the  River  on  sugar  Creek, 
Went  home,  and  the  next  morn,  at  day  break  started  for  the  camp.  Helped 
Levi  carry  some  things  to  Willards  folks,  which  visit  was  noticed  as  a 
matter  of  history  by  Willard  the  Historian.  In  the  afternoon  returned 

home,  rode  to  the  river  with  Bro.  Lorenzo  Young,  and  in  the  eve  was  at

Bro.  Burton's  in  company  with  Rebecca  & Malissa  alone.  Conversed,  upon 
the  rights  of  Parents  to  hold  their  children  &c.  Missed  meeting  at  the 
temple,  (p.  5) 

Friday  27th  In  the  A.M.  at  work  in  the  Temple,  in  the  P.M.  visited  at 
home  with  my  wife,  Ellen  and  Malicca,  with  them  visited  the  Temple  and 
went  on  to  the  Tower,  returned  and  took  supper  of  warm  Bui sc it  and  But- 
ter, Cakes  and  wine.  And  in  the  evening  visited  at  Bro  Jon.  Crosby's 
and  waited  upon  the  Ladies  home. 

Saturday  28th  at  the  Temple. 

Sunday  March  1st,  at  home  in  the  A.M.  while  John  E.  Page  was  for  the 
first  time  in  Public,  advocating  the  Principles  of  Strangism,  and  was 
followed  by  the  reading  of  a letter,  written  by  the  Twelve,  that  he  was 
disfellowshiped  by  that  Quorum.  In  the  EM.  went  to  Levi's  and  at  sundown 
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to  the  Temple,  where  7/e  spent  the  evening  in  holy  conversation,  adminis- 
tering the  sacrement,  and  speaking  in  other  Tounges , enjoying  the  blessings 
of  the  Gospel  &c. 

londay  2nd  Drawed  wod  in  the  forepart  of  the  day  and  in  the  after  part 
was  at  Father  Parkers  untill  the  hour  of  prayer  when  I went  to  the  Temple, 
was  administerd  unto  for  health,  and  after  attended  Quorum  meeting  at 
the  Concert  Hall.  Attended  work  and  prayers  at  the  Temple  as  usual  untill 
Sunday  8th  attended  meeting  at  the  stand  and  heard  an  address  from  0. 

Hyde  upon  the  organization  of  the  church  in  the  apostolic  dispensation, 
showing  that  it  was  the  same  as  now,  when  Jesus  was  killed,  the  Twelve 
apostles  succeeded  him  in  the  Presidency  of  the  church,  so  with  Joseph, 
and  Mr  Strang  has  no  claim  to  the  Presidency,  (p.  6)  spent  the  evening 
in  the  Temple. 

Monday  and  Tuesday  spent  my  time  at  the  temple.  On  which  day  Cousin  Eliza 
Ann*  Peirson  arrived  from  Richmond  with  Bro.  Van  Cott,  and  family. 

March  11th  and  12th  missed  prayers  in  the  temple. 

Thursday  12th  Received  a writing  from  father  transfering  all  his  Per- 
sonal property  to  me  in  the  form  of  sale.  ' 

Friday  13th  at  the  Temple  and  in  the  evening  went  to  father  Parker’s, 
my  wife  feeing  there.  Yfail e there  received  a covenant  from  him  that  he 
would  be  adopted  to  me,  and  sealed,  and  in  the  presence  of  Bro  John,  and 
also  Mary  as  witnesses,  he  put  upon  me  the  responsability  of  seeing  that 
all  the  works  of  salvation,  both  for  him  and  his  Progenaters,  were  done 
that  they  might  not  come  behind,  whether  he  be  dead  or  alive,  all  done 
with  the  consent  of  the  witnesses  above  named. 


Sunday  15th  at  meeting,  held  south  side  of  the  temple,  (A  very  windy  day.) 
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Preaching  by  Orson  Hyde,  and  he  also  read  a Revelation  to  the  people  which 
was  given  by  the  spirit  to  him  the  day  Previous  concerning  the  present 
condition  of  the  Church  and  the  falsity  of  strangism,  &c.  &c.  In  the 

evening  was  with  the  Quorum  in  the  temple  untill  after  12  oclock  at  night. 
The  sacrement  was  adminestered , and  great  Blessings  were  enjoyed.  Tongues, 
Prophecying,  and  the  angels  attended  us,  Their  glory  filled  the  house  in 
so  much  that  many  witnessed  it  throughout  the  city  and  testified  thereof, 
(p.  7)  that  it  was  the  brightness  of  fire. 

Monday  16th  at  the  temple,  and  at  noon  went  with  Bro.  Franklin  and  Blessed 
two  children,  each,  one,  administering  myself -and— Franklin  upon  the  head  of 
Mary  Celistia  Sanders,  and  Franklin  upon  the  head  of  Ruth  Ann.  S.s_ 
Wednesday  Evening  spent  with  the  Quorum  in  the  temple,  myself  Presiding, 
at  which  time  it  was  testified  that  there  had  not  been  so  great  faith  mani- 
fested at  any  time  before,  and  was  testified  of  by  many  without  that  the 
Temple  was  filled  with  an  exceeding  bright  light,  the  gift  of  Tongues 
&c.  prophecy  was  much  enjoyed. 

Thursday  19th  carried  a Ticket  to  Uncle  Levi  that  he  should  have  an  admi- 
tance  into  the  Quorum  with  us,  and  in  the  evening  was  present  with  us, 
for  the  first  time  The  evening  resulted  in  an  unpleasant  manner  to  the 
company,  a censuring  spirit  arose  which  took  several  hours  to  quell,  and 
for  a time  seemed  as  if  to  destrov  the  Quorum,  but  through  faith  and  oer- 
severance  it  was  overcome,  and  union  restored 

'riday  20th  in  the  A.M.  at  the  temple  and  in  the  P.M.  at  home  writing, 
spent  the  evening  at  father  Parkers,  (my  wife  being,  there)  in  company 
with  Cousin  Eliza  Ann  Haven.  Elizabeth,  Augustine,  and  Gurdon  Fory.s 
(Missed  meeting  with  the  Quorum) 
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Saturday  21st  all  day  at  the  temple,  and  in  the  evening  visited  at  Father 
Fory’s  with  my  wife  after  which  we  returned  home.

Sunday  22nd  attended  meeting  in  the  A.M,  at  the  stand  preaching  at  the 
stand  by  Almon  Babbit,  ’’Trustee,”  upon  the  subject  of  tytheing  and  conse- 
cration, The  equality  upon  which  the  saints  would  be  placed  (p.  8)  when 
they  received  their  inheritances  in  Zion,  calling  upon  all  those  who  had 
surplus  property  more  than  they  needed  for  their  own  removal  to  hand  it 
out  for  the  removal  of  the  poor  bretheren,  and  that  the  Trustees  might 
be  relieved  from  their  heavy  embarrassments,  and  pay  the  debts  of  the  Church. 
Was  followed  by  Qrson  Hyde  upon  the  same  subject,  saying  that  many  of  the 
poor  Bretheren  came  to  him  for  council,  but  he  wanted  to  see  some  of  the 
rich  for  he  could  council  them  at  better  advantage  than  the  poor,  also 
gave  Hotice  that  B*L.  Clapp  would  preach  in  the  F.M.  near  the  Burying 
ground  to  a company  of  Mississipi  Bretheren  who  had  just  arrived  and  at 
the  close  of  the  meeting  went  to  my  Quorum  Meeting  in  the  temple.  The 
whole  Quo.  being  present  consisting  of  15  members,  as  follows,  Zebudee 
Coltrin  Phinehas  Richards,  Levi  Richards  Graham  Coultrin,  John  Coltrin 
F.  D.  Richards,  Abel  Lamb,  Benj ♦ Brown,  Wandall  Mace,  Thomas  B.  Richards, 
Charles.  Patten,  Curtis  E.  Bolton,  William  Anderson  John.  Loveless,  and 
myself.  Dressing  ourselves  in  the  order  of  the  Priesthood  we  called  upon 
the  Lord,  his  spirit  attended  us,  and  the  visions  of  heaven  were  open  to 
our  view.  I was,  as  it  were  lost  to  myself,  and  beheld  the  Earth  Reel  to 
and  fro,  and  was  moved  out  of  its  place,  Men  fell  to  the  earth  and  their 
life  departed  from  them,  and  great  was  the  scene  of  destruction  upon  all 
the  face  of  the  Land,  and  at  the  close  thereof,  there  appeared  a great 
company  as  it  were  of  saints  comeing  from  the  west  as  I stood  with  my  back 
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to  the  North,  and  they  were  (p.  9)  passing  to  the  East,  and  the  scripture 
was  fulfilled  which  saith,  ”Come  see  the  desolation  which  the  Lord  hath 
made  in  the  Earth.”  and  the  company  of  the  saints,  who  had  been  hid  as 
it  were  from  the  Earth,  walked  in  the  light  for  the  glory  of  the  Lord  was 
round  about  them,  while  darkness  was  upon  the  face  of  the  Earth,  and  I 
beheld  other  thing  which  were  glorious  while  the  power  of  God  rested  down 
upon  me.  Others  also  beheld  angels,  and  the  glory  of  C-od.  ‘Having  had  a 
season  of  enjoyment,  it  was  proposed,  by  C.S.B.  that  we  pray  for  the 
Prophet  Joseph  to  come  into  our  Midst  and  converse  with  us,  some  consented  so 
to  do  but  the  Idea  was  first  objected  to  as  beeing  unwise  by  Bro.  Levi.R. 
who  received  a repremand  by  way  of  hint  to  leave  the  room,  from  Ero.B.  not 
being  agreed  with  the  Quorum.  The  matter  was  taken  up,  and  after  some 
remarks  from  several  of  the  bretheren,  it  was  decided  by  the  President, 
that  we  had  no  right  to  pray  for  that  thing,  and  all  was  again  right.  The 
sacrement  was  administered  and  our  joy  encreased  by  the  gift  of  Tongues 
and  Prophecy  by  which  great  things  were  spoken,  and  made  known  to  us. 

Monday  2 3rd  at  work  in  the  Temple,  and  spent  the  evening  at  home  writing, 
being  rainy. 

Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday,  at  the  Temple,  Thursday  evening  haveing 
recived  a Message  from  Sister  Cobb,  I visited  her  at  Uncle  Levi’s  house, 
she  being,  there  on  account  of  her  husband  who  was  much  enraged  against  her 
and  had  taken  her  child  from  her.  (p.  10 ) I found  her  feeling  very  bad 
on  account  of  her  circumstances  and  affored  my  services  if  at  any  time 
they  were  needed  by  her  she  requested  me  to  call  and  visited  her  the  next 
evening,  and  I returned  home. 

Friday  27th  at  the  Temple  at  work,  and  in  the  evening  again  called  on 
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sister  Cobb,  v/ent  with  her  to  see  Aunt  Fanny  Young  living  at  Brighams 
house  she  haveing  received  a letter  from  her  father  (sic)  husband  at 
St. Louis,  after  holding  a consultation  with  her  we  returned  in  safty  to 
her  chamber  at  Uncle  Levi's  house,  she  appearing  grateful  for  my  protec- 
tion and  company.  In  the  P.M.  went  to  father  Parkers  and  got  my  wive ’ s 
things  she  being  with  me  at  my  father ’ s • 

Saturday  28th  At  the  Temple  and  in  the  evening  visited  with  my  wife  at 
Bro.  Burtons. 

Sunday  29  th  In  the  morning  went  with  my  wife  about  one  mile  north  of  the 
City  to  attend  the  wedding  of  Bro.  John  Parker  and  Sister  Ellen  Douglass, 
had  an  excellent  dinner  and  married  them  at  half  past  three  P.M.  being  the 
first  time  that  I ever  performed  the  cerrimony.  returned  home  and  in  the 
evening  was  with  the  Quorum  in  the  Temple  and  enjoyed  the  meeting  much. 
After  the  feting  was  over  went  and  administered  with  others  of  the  Quorum 
to  Sister  Fanny  Howe  who  had  been  sick  for  a long  time,  from  thereby 
particular  request  of  Bro.  Abel.  Lamb,  went  with  Bro  Franklin  and  admin- 
istered to  his  wife,  and  arrived  at  home  about  1/2  past  10.  in  the  evening.

Monday  50th  In  the  eve.  visited  at  Prest  Joseph's  Young's  house  in  com- 
pany with  my  wife  and  Cousin  Eliza  Ann  Peirson,  also  read  a letter  from 
Uncle  Vuillard,  to  Levi,  giving  directions  how  to  prepare  for  the  Journey 
&c.  pertaining  to  the  Camp. 

Wednesday  April  1st  In  the  evening  had  an  excellent  time  in  the  Temple 
Bro.  Patten  and  Bro.  Aderson  with  their  women  at  the  Quorum,  all  of  them, 
(there  being  six),  were  anointed  for  their  infirmities,  and  2 children 
blessed.  The  sacrement  was  administered,  and  we  had  an  interesting  time. 
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Thursday  A.  2nd  At  the  Temple  through  the  day*  In  the  evening  with  my 
wife  she  being  some  what  unwell. 

Friday  A*  5rd  At  the  Temple  untill  about  3 in  the  P.M*  when  I went  home 
found  my  wife  on  the  bed,  quite  ill,  and  sister  Ellen  Wilding  with  her. 
staid  with  them  untill  eve,  when  I accompanied  Ellen  to  her  home,  re- 
turned and  gave  my  Wife,  Mary,  a steam,  &c. 

Saturday  A*  4th  at  work  as  usual,  my  wife  feeling  considerable  comfor- 
table, but  about  2 oclock  Sunday  Morn,  was  taken  with  severe  pains  in  the 
lower  part  of  her  body,  also  with  fainting  I awaked  father  and  we  admin- 
istered to  her,  anointing  her  body  &c.  for  a moment  her  pains  were  easyer 
when  she  was  struck  with  a death  like  feeling,  fainting  and  (p.  12)  re- 
viveing,  and  expressing  hersalf  as  if  she  could  no  longer  stay,  all  in 
the  house  was  aroused.  By  faith  and  our  exertions,  she  was  again  revived, 
and  as  soon  as  posible  with  warm  drink  and  stones,  we  got  her  into  a sweat 
which  relieved  her  much  and  she  had  a comfortable  day.  The  Temple  hands 
convened  & accepted  a proposition  from  Ero  Hyde  to  receive  1/2  their  wages 
in  cash  when  the  work  was  done 

Sunday  A.  5th  attended  Meeting  at  the  stand,  preaching  by  Elder  0.  Hyde, 
upon  the  removal  of  the  people,  the  course  which  had  taken  and  the  trials 
they  had  endured,  and  was  the  design  and  wisdom  of  C-od  to  try  his  people 
in  all  things  whether  they  would  endure,  &-c • after  speaking  at  some 
length  he  called  upon  Frest  Joseph  Young,  who  gave  an  exhortation  to  the 
people,  to  refrain  from  all  evil  particularly  theiving,  love  the  bretheren 
and  ever  abide  in  the  spirit  and  power  of  the  Priesthood,  so  as  to  over- 
come evil  with  good.  Pray  for  our  enemies  for  Paul  said,  "the  weapons  of 
our  warfare  are  not  carnal,  but  spiritual,"  and  there  is  craftiness  in 
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this,  & keen  shrewdness,  that  their  hearts  may  he  softend,  toward  us, 
have  love  to  our  fellow  being  for  I believe  it  is  the  best  bullet  that  a 
man  can  carry,  spoke  of  the  circumstances  of  the  church,  had  thought  much 
upon  their  removal,  and  did  not  see  how  it  could  be  accomplished  at  present. 
Brighams  counsel  is  that  all  the  honest  in  heart  be  out  of  this  city  and 
County  as  soon  as  posible.  I will  guess  how  it  will  be  done,  and  futur- 
ity will  tell  whether  I guess  right  or  not.  I guess  the  pea%  (sic)  bre- 
theren  will  have  to  scatter  and  leave  this  place,  this  is  (p.  13)  what  I 
guess,  we  cant  go  into  the  wilderness  without  food  to  sustain  ourselves, 
for  I do  not  believe  the  Lord  is  going  to  rain  down  manna  from  heaven,  as 
long  as  we  can  feed  ourselves  with  our  own  hands.  If  he  does,  there  will 
be  as  great  a cause  for  it,  as  when  it  was  given  to  the  children  of  Israel, 
after  speaking  at  some  length  upon  the  course  of  life  that  should  be  persued 
by  the  saints,  he  presumed  that  the  congregation  might  think  he  had  preached 
quite  a sectarian  sermon,  but  he  believed  it  was  good  and  right,  and  closed, 
Ero.  Hyde,  rather  replied  to  him,  said  he  was  willing  bro.  Joseph  should 
love  his  enemies  and  pray  for  them,  but  he  could  not,  neither  would  he, 
love  those  these  (sic)  who  had  shed  the  blood  of  inocence,  and  stained 
their  hands  with  inocent  blood,  and  furthermore  if  bro.  Joseph  should  go 
to  Carthage  and  Warsaw,  and  deal  out  the  kind  of  bullet’s  that  he  speaks 
of,  he  would  find  himself  in  hell  very  quick.  Spoke  upon  sacrifice,  that 
God  had  required  his  people  to  sacrifice  in  the  last  days.  He  controlled 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  required  that  their  alters  should  smoke  almost 
continues ly  with  %he  (sic)  sacrifice  and  burnt  incense,  which  caused,  a 
stream  of  blood,  almost  constantly  to  flow.  To  bear  off  this  responsa- 
bility  he  gave  his  only  begotton  son  that  with  him,  these  should  be  nailed 
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to  the  cross,  and  this  one  sacrifice  suffice  for  the  sins  of  the  world. 

But  now  who  is  it  that  requires  us  to  sacrifice?  It  is  the  mot  that 
controlls  this  matter,  and  (p.  14)  they  requireing  it  of  us,  must  tear 
the  responsibility  And  think  ye  that  they  can  get  clear  of  it  by  giving 
their  first  horn?  They  have  got  the  burden  of  this  sacrifice  to  bear, 

&c . &c.  — — Ero  Joseph  replied  to  him  that  he  felt  towards  his  enemie§, 
those  who  had  slain  the  Prophets,  as  brother  Hyde,  did  and  his  prayer  was 
that  the  measure  they  had  meeted  to  the  saints  should  be  measured  the 
them  again,  but  in  his  remarks  he  had  reference  to  those  among  whom  we 
had  to  travel  as  we  went  to  the  wilderness  ftc . "Conference  to  meet  at 
6 next  morn."  In  the  EM.  was  with  my  wife  at  home  excepting  a few  min- 
utes at  Singing  school  in  the  Concert  hall.  Evening  at  home,  my  wife 
very  sick  d through  the  night.  Did  not  attend  prayer  at  the  Temple 
Received  an  of for  from  bro.  Van  cott  of  a team  to  go  west. 

Monday  A.  6th  A stormy  day,  but  few  met  a Conference  in  the  underground 
room  of  the  temple,  and  adjourned  untill  the  next  day  at  10.  oclock  was 
at  home,  and  at  work  in  the  temple.  My  wife  begins  to  amend. 

Tuesday  A.  7th  continues  sonewhat  stormy  Conference  met  and  adjourned  un- 
till the  next  day,  was  at  the  Temple,  and  at  home.  Wife  continues  to 
get  better. 

Wednesday  A.  8th  A pleasant  morning.  Conference  met  at  10  o clock  and  I 
attended,  a large  congregation  was  assembled  on  the  ground,  and  Orson 
Hyde,  of  the  Twelve,  present,  (p.  15)  singing  at  half  past  ten  in  the 
morn  and  bro  Hyde  commenced  his  discourse  by  taking  for  his  text  the  trees 
of  the  grove  which  were  around  us , when  the  branches  were  cut  off  they 
fell  from  the  tree,  and  no  longer  partook  of  the  nourishment  of  the  tree. 
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Now  it  is  said  that  the  Twelve  have  been  cut  off,  both  by  Sidney,  G.P. 

Adams  William  Smith,  Strang,  &c . Do  they  abide  still  with  the  tree,  or  have 
they  fallen  off.  When  Sidney  was  cut  off  he  fell  to  Pittsburg,  Adams  to 
Augusta,  William  Smith,  to  St  Louis  and  J.J. Strang  to  Vorce,  but  so  long 
as  the  Twelve  abide  with  the  tree  is  it  not  manifest  that  they  have  not 
been  cut  off.  Having  said  so  much,  we  will  now  proceed  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  conference  when  it  was  Voted  that  the  Twelve  be  acknowledged 
and  continued  in  their  office,  as  the  head  of  the  Church  upon  the  earth, 

That  Brigham  Young  be  received  as  President,  of  the  Twelve. 

BroTs  Almon  W.  Babbitt  Joseph  L.  Hevwood  and  John  S.  Fulmer,  v/ere  separ- 
ately presented  and  received  by  vote,  as  trustees  of  the  Church.  A 
resolution  was  then  adopted  by  the  conference  giving  the  Trustees  power 
to  dispose  of  by  deed  or  otherwise,  all  the  property  belonging  to  the 
Church,  both  real  and  personal,  excepting  the  2 Temples,  one  in  Ohio  and 
the  other  in  this  city.  ( with  power  to  rent  the  same  for  a term  of  years 
not  exceeding  20.  Then  Voted  that  proceeds  go  to  the  payment  of  Church 
debts,  and  the  removal  of  this  people,  &c.  (p.  16)  In  the  P.M.  Orson 
Hyde  addressed  the  meeting  upon  the  subject  of  removing  the  br ether en. 

And  was  voted  that  all  were  willing  to  go  without  a desenting  vote. 

Voted  that  all  both  rich  and  poor  devote  their  means  unreservedly  for  that 
purpose  with  one  desenting  vote.  Counci led  none  to  go  by  water,  if  they 
did  they  went  by  their  own  faith,  for  he  had  none  that  way.  It  had 
been  reported  that  the  church  would  charter  a boat,  but  they  will  charter 
no  boat.  Would  counsel  none  to  go  away  to  get  means  but  if  they  left 
to  go  on  the  way  for  the  camp  sayes  there  is  plenty  of  work  all  along 
on  road.  Spoke  of  the  trials  and  hardships  that  would  attend  the  journey 
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west,  and  wanted  all  those  who  were  willing  to  endure  them  to  raise  their 
hands,  when  a sea  of  hands  were  shown.  Resumed  the  parable  of  the  tree 
spoken  of  in  the  morning,  that  the  12  we re  not  cut  off  but  abode  with 
the  tree.  If  the  bretheren  had  to  leave  to  go  on  the  road  and  he  in 
thee  was,  as  the  blind  man  was  in  the  way  of  Jesus,  so  that  he  might  be 
picked  up  by  some  one. 

Thursday  9th  Worked  at  home,  puting  rockers  on  to  chairs  and  mending 

a tabl^.  At  the  same  in  the  A.M.  of 

Friday  10th  (p.  17)  and  in  the  P.M.  at  the  Temple. 

Saturday  April  11th  at  work  in  the  temple 

Sunday  April  12th  worked  at  the  temple  in  the  forenoon  and  in  the  after- 
noon attended  the  Quorum  Meeting  in  the  temple  the  sacrement  was  admin- 
istered, and  several  dreams  were  told,  and  the  interpretation’s  ffiven  in 
tongues,  where  in  some  of  the  principles  of  the  resurection  were  explained 
and  much  good  instruction  given. 

Monday  April  13th  At  the  temple,  and  in  the  evening  was  with  the  Quorum 
as  usual.  Ero  Loveless  and  bro  Lamb  was  present  with  their  wives,  all 
of  whom  were  anointed  and  administered  unto  for  their  health,  after  which 
the  subject  of  the  resurection  was  agitated  or  the  birth  of  the  spirit 
that  we  must  yet  be  born  of  the  Earth  &c • 

Tuesday  April  14th  spent  the  day  at  my  usual  labours  in  the  temple  and 
in  the  evening  visited  at  farther  Parkers,  did  not  attend  prayers,  and 
Yfednesday  A.  15th  was  labouring  at  the  temple,  spent  the  evening  at  home 
writing,  (p.  18) 

Thursday  April  16th  Was  at  work  at  the  Temple  subscribed  for  the  Hancock 
County  Eagle  $2.00.  At  noon  went  writh  my  wife  to  Bro  Van.Cotts,  and 
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there  read  a letter  from  Aunt  Nancy,  -which  Eliza  had  received.  Dated  the 
the  fifth  of  March  onward,  left  my  wife  there  and  after  work  returned  and 
took  supper  with  them,  and  in  the  evening  attended  singing  school  at  the 
concert  Eall,  with  my  wife,  Ellen,  and  Cousin  Eliza,  did  not  attend  prayer 
in  the  temple 

Friday  April  17th  Performed  my  usual  labours  at  the  temple  and  in  the 
evening  with  the  Quorum  in  the  temple  untill  9 o’clock.  Some  of  the 
troops  with  Warren  at  their  head,  came  in  from  carthage  and  took  bro  Biiig- 
ham  and  his  son  for  offering  resistance  to  some  of  the  troops  while  tak- 
ing his  property  from  him  the  day  before.  They  endeavoured  to  take  bro  N. 
V.  Jones,  but  did  not  succeed.  Bro.  Samuel  Burton  was  arrested  simply 
for  making  a disrespectful  remark  in  their  hearing  also  Alanson  Ripley 
for  a crime  of  simaler  magnitude,  all  four  of  whom  were  taken  to  Carthage 
Some  threats  were  made  by  Warren,  that  if  certain  men  were  not  given  up 
the  town  would  be  burned  &c.  saying:  Now  fetch  on  your  Indians  I am  here 
myself,  (p.  19) 

Saturday  April  18th  performed  my  usual  labours.  Troops  were  apan  in  for 
Bro.  Loveland. 

Sunday  19th  at  the  Temple  awile  in  the  morning  and  then  attended  meeting 
at  the  stand.  Elder  Woodruff  late  from  England  addressed  the  congrega- 
tion upon  the  subject  of  his  mission  to  that  country,  the  progress  of  the 
work  which  was  spreading  rapidly  throughout  the  British  isles.  Upon  the 
persecutions  which  the  saints  had  endured  in  this  land  since  he  left, 
with  many  other  things  of  interest.  Was  followed  by  Elder  Hyde,  who  spoke 
upon  the  offering  of  Jesus  Christ,  in  much  the  same  manner  as  on  the 
5th  inst  Almon  Babbit  followed  in  explanation  of  aletter  published  in 
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the  ’’Eagle"  from  Maj • Warren,  stating  that  he  had  received  orders  from 
the  Gov.  to  withdraw  his  troops  the  first  of  May  as  it  was  expected  that 
the  Mormons  would  go  away  by  that  time,  by  the  people  of  the  state,  and 
(Warren  said)  they  must  not  be  disapointed.  spoke  also  upon  other  things 
in  connection  and  upon  the  unwise  course  of  the  bretheren  who  were  taken 
to  Carthage,  also  braged  largely  of  what  he  would  do  before  he  would  be 
driven  by  a Mob.  Bro  Clark  late  from  England  spoke,  and  meeting  closed, 
(p.  20 ) In  the  P.M.  staid  with  my  wife,  being  quite  sick  not  having  re- 
covered from  here  illness,  quite  a distressed  day  with  her.  went  to  Uncle 
Levi  and  got  counsel  upon  her  case 

Monday  20th  aiee  £«©»day  a»d  nedneaday  eompiatad  the  yeiner  werk-en  the 
tempi® . (sic)  at  the  temple  in  the  A.M.  and  in  the  afternoon  gave  my  wife 
a course  of  medicine,  which  relieved  her  much. 

'uesday  & Wednesday  was  at  the  temple  to  complete  the  joiner  work  which 
was  done • 

Thursday  April  23rd  Met  with  the  workmen  at  the  temple,  and  swept  out 
the  house,  after  which  it  was  voted  that  Bro  Angel  go  and  inform  the 
Trustees  that  the  hands  were  ready  to  drink  the  Barrell  of  Wine  which  had 
been  reserved  for  them.  He  soon  returned  with  an  invitation  from  Bro. 
Hyde,  for  the  temple  hands  to  meet  the  next  lues day  at  4 o clock  in  the 
attics  story  of  the  Temple,  with  their  wives  to  partake  of  cake  and  wine, 
which  would  be  prepared  for  them,  upon  this  they  resumed  their  labours 
to  prepare  themselves  for  the  west.  By  request  of  Bro  J.K.Uichols 
(the  overseer  of  the  painting.)  in  the  F.M.  (p.  2l)  I commenced  painting 
in  the  lower  room  of  the  temple  to  prepare  it  for  the  Dedication 
Biday,  Saturday,  Sunday,  and  Monday,  continued  the  work,  even  nights 
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when  I could  endure  it,  the  work  requireing  it, 

Tuesday  28th.  was  at  work  a little  after  day  light,  considerable  dissat- 
isfaction was  manifested  among  the  temple  hands  towards  the  Trustees  who 
wished  to  have  them  take  the  lumber  they  needed,  as  cash,  (haveing  agreed 
to  take  1/2  their  wages  if  paid  the  cash,  and  sacrifice  the  other  1/2  to 
the  church.)  and  in  the  morning  they  were  called  together  to  hear  a letter 
which  had  been  written  by  Bro  Angel,  to  the  Trustees  expressing  the  feel- 
ings of  the  hands  in  relation  to  that  matter,  about  noon  they  ceased  and 
all  hands  with  their  wives  repaired  to  the  temple  for  the  feast,  a large 
company  were  gathered,  a plenty  of  cakes  with  cheese,  and  Raisens  was 
furnished  by  the  bretheren  and  Sisters  for  the  occasion,  by  the  request 
of  Ero  Hyde  on  the  previous  sabbath,  at  the  hour  appointed  Bro  Hyde  with 
Bro  Angel  arrived  and  discovered  that  there  was  too  many  for  the  house, 
and  7/as  liable  to  injure  the  timbers,  even  if  they  did  not  break  through, 
(p.  22 )a  counsel  was  held  with  the  foremen  and  decided  that  those  who  were 
not  regular  hands  should  leave,  or  otherwise  the  whole  must  be  dismissed, 
upon  presenting  the  matter  it  was  manifest  that  there  would  be  feelings 
if  a part  had  to  leave  and  not  all,  where  upon  Bro_  Hyde  dismissed  the  whole 
assembly,  without  further  ceremony.  It  was  there  made  known  to  me  by 
Brothers  Woodruff,  and  Hyde,  that  orders  had  been  received  from  the  camp, 
for  those  who  had  been  appointed  several  months  before,  to  take  their 
Mission  immediately  to  England,  Bro.  Franklin  with  myself  being  the  2 first 
on  the  list. 

7/ednesday  29th  Binting  in  the  temple  untill  10  oclock,  then  in  company 
with  brother  Franklin  to  brother  Eeywoods  house  and  purused  a couple  of 
letters  from  the  camp,  in  which  we  found  the  directions  for  our  immediate 
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departure  to  England.  In  the  afternoon  met  in  the  attic  story  of  the  tem- 
ple with  the  members  who  formed  the  prayer  circle  in  No.  1 and  a part  of 
No.  2 with  our  wives  and  had  a feast  of  cakes,  pies,  wine,  &c.  where  we 
enjoyed  ourselves  with  prayer  preaching,  administering  for  healing,  bles- 
sing children,  and  music  and  Dancing  untill  near  Midnight,  The  other 
hands  completed  the  painting  of  the  lower  room  (p.  23) 

Thursday  30th  spent  most  of  the  day  at  the  temple,  sweeping  out  the  rooms 
and  making  preparation  for  the  Dedication  of  the  House,  which  had  been 
published  to  take  place  on  the  1st, 2nd, 3rd  days  of  May.  The  1st  day  being 
set  apart  for  those  who  would  pay  one  dollar  for  admitance  which  Money 
should  go  on  payment  to  the  T.  hands  This  day  finished  my  work  on  the 

temple  and  took  a cirtificate  of  the  same. Met  at  sundown  in  the 

temple  for  prayers  as  usual,  after  which  (with  our  clothing)  we  repaired 
to  the  lower  room  for  the  purpose  of  Dedicating  the  same.  30  men  selected 
for  that  purpose  were  present.  Orson  Hyde,  W.  Woodruff,  Joseph  Young,  g 
W.  W.  Phelps  were  in  the  company.  After  some  conversation  and  singing  a 
prayer  circle  was  formed  immediately  in  front  of  the  Melchisedeck  stand, 

0.  Hyde  was  President,  and  Joseph  Young,  Mouth  after  which  those  present 
were  seated  in  the  stands  to  represent  the  order  of  the  priesthood,  my- 
self being  seated  in  the  Teachers  stand,  and  a Dedication  prayer  was  of- 
fered by  0.  Hyde,  to  which  all  responded  "amen”  after  the  prayer  was 
ended  all  shouted  with  loud  voices.  ’’Hosannah,  Hosannah,  Hosannah  to 
God  and  the  Lamb,  Amen  Amen,  and  Amen.”  which  was  three  times  repeated. 

In  the  remarks  of  the  evening  Bro.  Hyde  Prophecied,  that  inasmuch  as  we 
had  built  a temple  and  was  now  by  Goverment  compelled  to  sacrifice  it, 
by  leaving  it,  at  the  end  of  5.  years  the  general  Goverment  should  be

as  bad  off  as  we  then  was  as  a people,  (p.  24)  after  the  cirvises  of  the 
evening  were  over  by  proposition  of  Bro  Hyde  we  all  went  into  the  attic 
story  of  the  temple  and  enjoyed  a feast  of  raisens,  cakes,  and  wine,  and 
there  decided  that  the  Temple  hands  should  meet  the  next  day  at  2 o clock, 
to  enjoy  themselves  with  cakes  and  wine,  when  about  12  o clock  we  dis- 
persed having  enjoyed  the  blessed  privelege  of  dedicating  the  second 
Temple,  built  upon  the  land  of  £ion  in  the  last  days,  unto  the  Lord,  and 
it  accepted  by  him. 

Friday  May  1st  The  Temple  was  dedicated  in  the  presence  of  strangers  and 
all  who  would  pay  one  dollar  for  admitance,  attended  with  my  wife.  I 
was  one  of  three  wh o was  appointed  to  seat  the  congregation,  in  the  house, 
and  stood  part  of  the  time  at  the  door  to  receive  tickets.  The  cervises 
closed  between  one  and  two,  immediately  after  which,  the  temple  hands  met 
above  and  received,  the  (sic)  each  one  his  cake  and  wine,  which  he  carried 
hone  instead  of  gating  their  wives  together  for  a joval  visit.  In  the 
evening  a select  party  met  in  the  upper  room  of  the  temple  for  a dance 
&c.  had  an  invitation  from  Bro.  Hyde  but  being  weary,  was  present  only  a 
short  time.  (p.  25) 

Saturday  2nd  Did  work  for  myself  at  the  temple,  making  a portable  writ- 
ing desk.  In  the  afternoon  went  to  the  Trustees  office  and  settled  for 
my  work,  and  found  them  in  debt  to  me  (after  setling  debts  to  consider- 
able amount  for  father)  thirty  four  dollars  and  ninety  six  cents,  of  which 
I was  to  receive  seventeen  dollars  and  forty  eight  cents,  in  cash,  accord- 
ing to  previous  arrangements  made  on  the  4th  of  April  with  the  temple 
hands,  having  worked  on  the  temple  244  days,  the  wages  then  of  amounting 
to  near  320,  dollars,  at  $1.25.  and  $1.50.  per  day. 
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Sunday  3rd  Meeting  in  the  Temple  free  for  all.  was  filled  at  9.  A.M. 
attended  with  my  wife,  preaching  by  0.  Hyde,  upon  doctrine  and  principles 
which  was  very  interesting  being  his  farewell  discourse  to  the  saints  in 
Nauvoo.  a vote  was  taken  and  was  unaminous  with  the  exception  of  one  to 
the  contrary,  that  the  temple  be  sold  to  remove  the  poor  to  the  west, 
if  sanctioned  in  the  camp  by  the  bretheren  there,  considerable  money  was 
raised  by  donation  for  the  payment  of  the  temple  hands,  Bro  Hyde  requested 
that  the  bretheren  who  had  been  appointed  to  go  to  England  tarry  in  the 
house,  after  meeting  (p.  26)  Meeting  dismissed  and  the  bretheren  for  Eng- 
land met  in  the  east  end  of  the  temple,  with  0,  Hyde  and  J.  Young,  and 
others,  with  B.  L Clapp,  and  W.  Woodruff . There  was  present  of  those 
appointed  to  go  F.  D.  Richards,  S.  W.  Richards,  L.  H.  Scovil  Harrison 
Burgess,  Simeon  Carter,  Jacob  Gates,  Phib  Dibble,  Bro.  Syme,  and  Tnfin  Cut- 
ler, and  M«  Serine.  Jacob  Gates,  and  simeon  Carter  v/as  objected  to  by 
Joseph  Young  Simeon  Carters  case  v/as  investigated  before  the  counsel, 
and  after  being  reprimanded  Bro.  Hyde  motioned  that  the  2 bro  Richards, 

L.K . Scovil,  Harrison  Burgess  and  Simeon  Carter  start  forthwith  to  fill 
the  Mission,  Jacob  Gates  and  others  remaining  on  account  of  their  families, 
at  l/2  past  3 the  house  was  again  filled,  and  listend  to  a gospel  discours 
from  Bro.  Tfoodruff,  followed  by  Bro.  Hyde  and  Joseph  Young.  Bro  Hyde 
throwing  the  responsibility  of  counseling  the  bretheren  upon  the  Trustees 
in  Trust,  and  dismissed,  the  meeting  with  prayer  by  Bro.  Stratton.  In 
the  eve,  attended  Quorum  meeting  in  the  temple  and  administering  the  sac- 
rament, being  filled  with  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  the  mast  high  for  the 
priveleges  of  the  past  week  which  we  had  enjoyed,  especialy  in  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  Lords  House  (p.  27) 
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londay  4th  and  Tuesday  5th  worked  at  the  temple  making  a chest  for  myself, 
in  the  P.M.  my  wife  took  a course  of  medicine,  was  with  her  a part  of 
the  time,  in  the  evening  was  much  distressed. 

Wednesday  6th  Went  to  Uncle  Levi’s  and  spent  the  day  in  pulverizeing,  and 
preparing  medicines,  returned  home  and  spent  the  evening  writing  journal. 
Thursday  and  Friday  at  the  temple  making  a portable  writing  deak,  untill 
the  P.M.  which  I spent  making  rockers  for  chairs. 

Saturday  9th  Put  the  rockers  on  to  7 chairs,  at  home  and  then  went  to 
father  Parkers  and  made  a short  visit,  returned  from  there  and  went  to  the 
temple  where  I spent  the  evening,  with  a party  (consisting  mostly  of  the 
members  of  our  Quorum  with  their  wives)  learning  the  rudiments  of  Dancing 
Taught  by  I.  K.  Nichols  (p.  28) 

Sunday  10th  Attended  meeting  with  my  wife  at  the  temple,  preaching:  by 
Bro  Woodruff,  simply  in  expression  of  his  feeling  and  council  to  the  bre- 
theren  in  relation  to  their  journey  West,  also,  remarks  were  made  by  Amos 
Fielding,  N0ah  Packard  B.L.  Clapp,  &c.  After  meeting,  attended  Quorum 
meeting  in  the  atic  with  my  wife  where  we  partook  of  the  sacrement  and 
spent  the  evening.  Trustees ; Ileywood  and  Fulmer  were  present.  A woman 
was  administered  to,  who  had  been  blind  for  many  years,  brought  to  the 
meeting  by  Bro.  Heywood. 

Lionday  11th  worked  at  the  temple  on  my  writing  desk,  and  in  the  evening 
after  prayer  went  to  bro.  Israel  Barlow’s  on  an  errand,  and  returned  home 
found  my  wife  quite  ill  though  she  had  been  comfortable  through  the  day. 
Tuesday  12th  Did  some  work  at  the  temple  for  myself  with  some  trading  at 
the  stores  preparatory  to  leaving  the  place,  spent  the  evening  at  the 
dancing  school  in  the  temple  with  my  wife.  (p.  29) 
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Wednesday  13th  Making  preparations  for  the  family  to  go  west,  doing 
business  about  town  &c.  Thursday  i4th  (sic)  continued  my  preperations 
to  go  away  and  went  on  to  the  flatt  with  Bro.  Flanklin.  obtained  our  re- 
commendations to  go  to  England  at  bro.  Heywoods.  from  there  went  to  bro; 
John  Youngs,  and  took  dinner,  when  after  doing  other  business  at  various 
places  we  returned  home,  a heavy  shower,  and  commenced  packing  good,  in 
the  evening  attended  the  daneing  »eheei-at  the  tempie.  (sic) 

Thursday  14th  Friday  ifeth  (sic)  Got  the  waggons  at  the  door,  and  put  on 
the  bows.  In  the  afternoon,  went  with  my  wife  to  her  fathers  to  make  the 
last  visit  in  Nauvoo,  from  there  went  on  to  the  flat  to  Joseph  Youngs, 
and  returned  home.  Went  to  the  temple  in  the  evening  to  the  dancing 
school,  (p.  30) 

Friday  15th  all  day  at  home  puting  on  the  wagon  covers,  and  packing  goods 
to  move. 

Saturday  16th,  Sunday  17th  & Monday  18th  Making  necessary  preperations  and 
loading  up  to  leave.  Saturday  evening  attended  the  Dancing  school  with  my 
wife  at  the  temple. 

Tuesday  19th  finished  loading,  the  waggons , & at  l/2  past  eleven,  started 
with  one  waggon  to  the  ferry  and  returned  to  the  house  after  the  other, 
and  in  about  2 hours  found  ourselves  safe  on  the  ferry  boat,  moveing  from 
the  shore.  As  I cast  my  eyes  upon  the  City  of  Joseph  from  which  the 
saints  were  exiled,  and  the  temple  of  the  Lord,  upon  which  I had  laboured 
so  long,  I felt  that  the  saints,  had  done  a great  work  in  a short  time, 
and  that  it  was  accepted  of  the  lord,  a work  in  which  I had  not  been  idle 
myself,  having  laboured  with  my  own  hands  upon,  16  ) (sib) 

different  building,  including  the  three  Public  halls  of  the  city,  besides 
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working  on  the  temple  near  244  days,  all  of  which  labour  went  for  the 
support  of  my  fathers  family,  myself  living  with  them.  (p.  31 ) In  about 
3/4  of  an  hour  we  were  landed  upon  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river,  on 
the  Iowa  side,  where  we  s toped  with  the  camp  for  the  night,  abemt  l/2 
mile  from  the  river,  slept  in  bro  N.  Wilcox  waggon. 

ednesday  20th  Staid  with  the  camp  and  spent  the  day  in  writing  mostly, 
in  the  after  part  of  the  day,  and  in  the  night  was  very  rainy,  uncomfort- 
able for  the  camp. 

'hursday  21st  continued  with  the  camp,  not  being  ready  to  prosecute  the 
journey,  also,  waiting  for  Uncle  Levi  to  cross  the  river  A very  heavy 
shower,just  at  night  which  wet  many  in  the  camp. 

Friday  22nd  Made  ready  in  the  morning  to  start  on  the  journey,  and  about 
10  o clock  in  company  with  bro  Van  Cotts  teams  and  those  with  him  we  took 
up  the  line  of  march  for  the  camp  of  Israel,  (p.  32)  traveled  untill  about 
6 o clock  when  we  camped  for  the  night  l/2  mile  from  Charleston,  with  no 
other  accident  in  the  company  than  breaking  the  neap  of  one  waggon.  The 
next  morning  being 

Saturday  25rd  I parted  with  my  fathers  family,  and  wife  on  the  camp 
ground,  to  return  to  hauvoo,  being  destined  for  England,  to  fulfill  the 
mission  appointed  to  me,  in  company  with  bro  franklin.  At  10  o clock  Met 
bro  Woodruff  at  his  camp  with  whom  I conversed  awhile  and  continued  on, 
came  to  bro  ^ilcox  tent  and  bid  farewell  to  Maria  & those  with  her,  con- 
tinued on  and  crossed  the  river  into  the  city  and  went  immediately  to  bro. 
Franklins  house,  where  I spent  the  night,  (p.  33) 

Sunday  24th  In  the  morning  went  to  bro  Everetts  and  got  my  clothes  and 
brought  them  to  Franklins  house,  dressed  me  and  after  dinner  went  to 
father  Parkers,  and  from  there  to  the  temple  to  attend  the  Quorum  Meeting 
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at  3 o clock,  heard  a part  of  a lecture  on  colonization  and  then  repaired 
to  No  1 the  Quorum  room,  Ero.  Erastus  Snow  from  the  camp  was  present  with 
us,  and  presided  in  the  meeting.  Partook  of  the  sacrement,  and  after  ad- 
ministering to  several  for  healing,  was  dismissed,  and  returned  home,  to 
Bro  Franklins  house,  in  company  with  him 

Monday  25th  In  the  Morn  went  and  see  bro.  Fish  and  family  start  for  the 
west,  and  with  them  went  down  into  town  in  search  of  work  and  other  busi- 
ness to  the  office  &c.  received  encouragement  of  Mr.  Bedell,  for  work. 
Returned  to  bro  Franklins  (by  way  of  father  Parkers  where  I made  a call.) 
did  sone  writing  &c.  and  arranged  my  papers,  (p.  34) 

lues day  26th  Visited  Mr  Bedell  in  the  Morning  and  assertained  that  he  had 
first  to  go  or  send  to  St  Louis  for  lumber  before  I could  commence  his 
work.  Enquired  elsewere  to  get  work  sooner,  but  did  not  succeed,  returned 
home  and  spent  the  middle  of  the  day  in  writing.  In  the  evenin?  attended 
prayer  meeting  in  the  temple  with  bro  Franklin,  and  returned  home  with  him. 
Wednesday  27th  In  the  morning  went  to  bro  Carmichael’s  and  got  an  order 
of  3 dollars  on  the  trustees,  with  which  to  get  my  likeness  taken,  and 
spent  the  forepart  of  the  day  down  town,  then  was  at  home  untill  evening 
when  I went  to  temple  with  Elizabeth  Fory  to  attend  dancing  school,  for 
the  last  evening  of  the  school,  where  about  50  of  us  enjoyed  ourselves 
with  cakes,  wine.  Coffee  & Dancing  untill  about  3 o clock  in  the  morn  and 
dispersed.  Received  & answered  a letter  to  Mary.  (p.  35) 

Thursday  28th  Went  to  bro  Carmichael's  to  assertain  whether  he  had  se- 
cured a job  of  work,  in  which  I was  to  help  him,  but  found  he  did  not  su- 
ceed  Went  with  bro  Franklin  to  several  of  the  stores  on  business,  and 


helped  fill  a keg  of  (sic)  with  Molasses  at  bro  Cheesbro’s  -which  he  gave

to  Franklin,  also  several  other  things  were  given  to  him,  when,  after 
winding  up  our  business  we  returned  home,  and  spent  the  remainder  of  the 
day  in  study  and  work. 

Friday  29th  In  the  morning  accompanied  bro  Franklin  & Mr  Harper,  (who 
was  talking  of  buying  his  place.)  on  to  the  hill,  and  after  having  accom- 
plished our  business  we  returned  home,  about  noon,  -^n  the  afternoon, 
wrote,  and  studied  music  from  sister  Everetts  Concert  book  which  I got 
of  her  that  day,  and  took  rest  at  home. 

Saturday  50th  Bound  a journal  Book  for  Franklin,  & did  some  work  about 
the  house,  with  writing  in  my  journal.  Towards  evening  accompanied 
Philo  to  the  office  for  the  paper,  and  on  my  return  stoped  at  (p.  36) 
the  Temple  to  attend  the  prayer  circle  in  No  1 an  attempt  was  made  to 
fill  up  the  circle,  as  some  had  left,  and  others  had  become  dilatory  in 
attending,  but  a contention  arose,  with  regard  to  who  should  attend,  and 
the  course  to  be  pursued  with  bro  Lamb  in  regard  to  his  business,  and 
the  meeting  broke  up  with  dissatisfaction  and  confusion  and  I returned 
home,  determined  to  wait  and  see  the  result  of  the  matter. 

Sunday  51st  spent  the  forepart  of  the  day  at  home;  reading  and  writing 
and  in  the  afternoon  visited  at  father  Parkers.  Quite  a rainy  day,  & 

cool , 

Monday  June  1st  ?«'as  a cool  windy  day  and  spent  the  forepart  of  it  at 
home,  at  sundry  matters.  In  the  afternoon  went  to  the  steamboat  landing 
with  Philo  Farnsworth  (he  wishing  to  hire  on  a boat)  and  from  thence  to 
the  Post  office  where  I got  a gallon  of  Mol lasses  of  bro.  Cheesebro  for  bro. 
Franklin,  and  after  doing  several  other  errands,  returned  immediately  home. 
(P-  37) 
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Tuesday  June,  2nd  Went  with  bro  Franklin  in  the  morning  to  the  temple 
and  copied  a tune  from  bro  Goddards  concert  book,  called  "Videm-us”  while 
he  went  on  to  the  flat  and  got  Flour  and  Molasses,  and  other  articles  for 
his  family  to  take  west.  On  his  return  we  went  to  fathers  old  place  and 
got  a part  of  a frame  to  a house  and  took  home,  to  sell  with  his  place, 
afternoon  returned  and  got  the  remainder  of  it  and  piled  it  near  the 
house  to  sell  with  his  place  or  otherwise  for  father,  the  frame  belonging 
to  him.  While  at  the  temple  I assertained  that  union  had  been  restored 
in  a measure  among  the  members  of  the  prayer  circle,  and  that  additions 
had  been  made  to  its  numbers  that  it  might  become  more  useful  and  interest- 
ing. (The  names  of  those  who  were  added  to  the  Quorum  were  as  follows 
L.N.  Scovil,  Isaac,  Higbee  & Tarlton  Lewis)  By  special  solicitation  I 
attended  in  the  evening  in  company  with  bro.  Franklin.  They  all  appeared 
glad  to  see  us  with  them,  and  we  also  rejoiced  because  of  the  union  and 
spirit  that  was  with  them,  and  more  fully  realized  that  the  favor  of  C-od 
was  with  us,  for  wherein  we  had  heretofore  yielded  our  rights  to  an  indi- 
vidual who  sought  for  power,  it  was  now  made  known  to  us  that  we  should 
be  (p.  38)  supported  in  any  position  which  we  should  take,  against  him,  in 
defence  of  our  rights,  or  answering  to  impositions  upon  us,  our  Father, 
or  Unde  Levi,  both  of  whom  had  left,  for  the  west  but  had  been  members 
of  the  Quorum, and  whose  names  had  since  been  used  with  disrespect  before 
the  Quorum,  after  which  we  returned  home  rejoicing  in  the  goodness  of  God. 
Wednesday  3rd  Was  about  home  most  of  the  day,  doing,  chores  and  binding 
journal  books  for  Franklin  In  the  evening  attended  Prayer  circle  in  the 
temple 

Thursday  4th  Bro  Franklin  sold  his  place  for  2 yoke  of  cattle,  (4  years 
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old,  one  3)  and  a good  waggon,  a jack  screw  with  it,  was  at  home  with  him 
all  day  helping  take  care  of  his  cattle,  and  wrote  a deed  for  Mr  Harrison 
Erooks  to  whom,  he  sold.  Pitched  the  tent  and  helped  cut  the  cloth  for 
the  ends  for  the  women  to  sew,  Jane  had  a sewing  bee.  At  the  usual  hour 
attended  the  Erayer  circle  at  the  temple,  in  No  1 (p.  39) 

Friday  5th  In  the  morning  went  and  found  the  cattle  & on-yoked  them  Then 
went  with  bro.  Franklin  on  to  the  flatt  to  see  about  changing  waggon  beds  with 
Bro  Paine,  but  not  succeeding  we  returned  to  the  temple  and  there  picked 
out  some  plank,  to  be  sawed  for  that  purpose  And  on  our  return  home,  I 
called  at  Father  Parkers  and  found  that  "Bro.  John’s  wife  had  returned 
from  St. Louis  to  take  the  family  there,  to  fit  themselves  for  the  west, 
as  they  were  already  doing  well  there.  At  evening  went  to  the  Temple 
and  attended  prayer  meeting  with  the  circle. 

Saturday  6th  On  the  morning  milcked  the  cows,  & churned,  spread  the 
tent  and  put  up  the  ends.  About  10  o clock  went  down  to  Bro.  Gardners, 
(about  4 miles  South  East  of  the  City)  after  shoes  for  Franklin’s  folks. 

After  my  return  helped  get  up  the  cattle  and  get  a stick  of  timber  from 
Esq.  Barringtons  woods  for  a yoke.  Bent  to  Father  Parkers  who -were 
geting  ready  to  leave,  and  from  there  to  the  Temple  at  the  hour  of  prayer. 

(p.  40) 

Sunday  7th  Helped  Bro.  Fish  bend  some  ox  bow’s,  and  went  with  bro.  Frank- 
lin to  Father  Parkers  and  got  4 bushel  of  Meal,  which  they  did  not  wish 
to  carry  to  St  Louis  with  them,  and  after  dinner  went  with  a team  and 
moved  them  to  the  river  with  their  household  stuff,  there  being  2 load, 
and  see  them  go  aboard  the  Prarie  Bird  for  St  Louis  at  l/2  past  five  in 
the  P.M.  giving  them  a letter  of  reccommend  to  Bro.  Joseph  Stratton,  The 
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presiding  Elder  in  that  place. 

Monday  8th  In  the  morning  went  to  the  Temple  to  assertain  when  the  lum- 
ber could  be  sawed  for  the  waggon  bed,  and  from  there  went  to  see  bro 
Bickford,  when  he  was  to  go  to  the  camp,  then  living  in  Parleys  house 
After  which  I went  on  to  the  flat  to  one  Allen  who  bought  Bro.  Woodruffs 
house,  to  get  work  if  there  was  a good  opportunity,  but  did  not  succeed. 

He  was  an  English  man  and  an  apostate  from  (p.  41)  the  Church,  had  some 
conversation  with  him  in  which  he  made  many  harsh  expressions  against 
the  authorities  of  the  church,  and  particularly  against  bro.  Clark  who  led 
the  company  acrosst  the  water,  with  which  he  came,  calling  them  thieves 
and  liars  and  said  that  bro  Clark,  and  wife,  and  daughter,  came  back  af- 
ter they  got  over  the  river  and  stole  from  his  store  a bunch  of  hair 
combs.  That  Brigham  Youngs  God  had  a black  face,  and  that  was  the  Devil , 
&c.  &c.  Returned  home  and  wrote  part  of  a letter  to  send  to  my  wife,  3od 
helped  Elizabeth  wash.  Went  to  the  temple  at  the  hour  of  prayer,  being 
at  sun  down. 

Tuesday  Sth  In  the  forepart  of  the  day  helped  get  up  the  cattle  and  fix 
the  yo^es  and  bows  for  them  about  2 o clock  Franklin  arrived  with  the 
tongue  and  houns  to  his  waggon  whereupon,  I commenced  taking  the  waggon 
to  peices  and  put  in  the  horse  tongue  in  place  of  the  heavy  one  for  oxen, 
(p.  42)  This  day  the  Mob  commenced  their  operations,  drove  in  several 
families  of  the  bretheren  from  near  the  Mound,  and  burned  some  houses, 
besides  driving  in  the  drove  boys  with  the  cows  and  severely  whiping 
others.  This  occasioned  much  excitement  in  the  city  as  it  was  the  avowed 
intention  of  the  Mob  to  come  in  and  take  the  Temple,  and  destroy  property, 
drive  the  Mormons,  and  the  ^acks.  At  4 A meeting  was  called  by  the  new 
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Citizens  to  decide  upon  what  should  be  done  for  the  sefty  of  life  and 
property,  When  after  a few  speeches  both,  for  and  against  law  and  order, 
a few  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  committee  of  5 chosen  to  visit  the  %?b 
to  concileate  between  the  parties,  and  get  them  to  desist,  which  was  about 
the  result  of  the  Meeting,  Wrote  part  of  a letter  t®  Mary  my  wife,  and 
also  received  one  from  her,  which  gave  good  inteligence  of  her  health  and 
journey.  Went  to  the  Temple  at  the  hour  of  prayer.  Lorenzo  Butler  being 
present,  directly  from  the  camp  on  his  way  to  England,  on  whom  I laid  my 
hand  in  company  with  others  and  also  Bro.  Scovil  to  give  them  a parting 
blessing  and  commend  them  to  the  Lord.  A company  of  the  bretheren  assembled 
at  8 o clock  in  the  upper  room  of  the  Temple  and  after  consultation  chose 
a guard  to  watch  the  Mob  &c . (p.  43) 

Wednesday  10th  attended  prayer  circle  in  the  Temple  at  6 o clock  in  the 
morning,  on  account  of  the  excitement  &c . after  which  I finished  my  letter 
to  my  wife  and  carried  it  to  Bro  Bickford  who  was  to  start  for  the  camp 
that  day.  Then  in  company  with  bro,  Franklin  went  on  to  the  flat  and  agreed 
with  bro.  Bane  for  lumber,  for  a waggon  bed,  also  was  at  the  Mansion  at  a 
Meeting  of  the  new  Citizens  who  passed  a series  of  resolutions,  expressive 
of  their  feelings  to  be  published  and  circulated  throughout  the  County, 
returned  on  to  the  hill  and  obtained  the  rent  of  a house  near  the  Temple 
for  a few  days  geting  ready  to  cross  the  river,  then  returned  home  and  moved 
them  down,  cleared  out  the  house  &c.  Jane  quite  sick 

Thursday  11th  At  6 o clock  went  to  the  Temple  and  attended  prayer.  Bros_ 
Erastus  Snow  and  Wm  Anderson  were  administered  too  by  the  Quorum  for  health 
had  a good  time.  Went  to  the  house  and  got  Breakfast  then  returned  heme 


(sic)  to  the  Temple  and  and  attended  a council  of  the  Bretheren  upon  the 
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pending  difficulties  with  the  Mob  which  was  for  the  safty  of  the  bretheren 
and  protection  of  the  Temple,  (p.  44)  Mr  Picket  Esq  being  one  of  the  coun- 
cil, in  which  Counsel  it  was  thought  best  for  the  bretheren  who  had  got 
their  families  ready,  to  move  them  over  the  river  without  delay.  I re- 
turned home  and  after  considering  our  circumstances  bro  Franklin  agreed  to 
get  a waggon  and  take  his  family  and  effects  over  the  river  as  his  waggon 
needed  a new  box  before  it  was  taken  over  and  we  could  return  and  make  it 
after  the  family  were  on  the  other  side.  I in  company  with  bro.  Philo  went 
to  Hyrams  Smiths  old  farm  and  got  the  cattle  and  cows  while  bro  Franklin 
was  loading  and  packing  the  thing,  after  geting  all  ready  about  5 o clock 
we  started  for  the  river  succeeding  in  geting  on  the  2 cows  with  which  I 
went  over,  Sister  Ellen  Wilding  accompanying  me.  We  tarried  on  the  oppo- 
site bank  of  the  river  untill  the  waggon  came  over  which  was  at  12  o clock 
Sister  Ellen  got  aboard,  Franklin  drove  the  team  and  Philo  and  myself  the 
cows  and  went  immediately  on  to  the  hill  about  l/2  a mile  from  the  river, 
and  pitched  our  tent  about  1 o clock  the  beds  were  made  and  we  rested 
uhtill  daybreak  when  we  onloaded  the  waggon  and  I returned  with  it  over  the 
river  to  bro.  Coltrins.  about  10  o clock  Franklin  met  me  at  the  Temple 
after,  having  found  his  steers  which  (p.  45)  got  away  from  him  the  night 
before  at  the  river,  when  after  feeding  them  we  went  to  bro.  Burtons  and 
took  dinner  with  them,  and  after  dinner  we  went  with  him  on  to  the  flat 
and  got  the  lumber  for  his  waggon  box,  and  put  it  into  the  Temple,  then 
from  there  I went  to  Sister  pratts  and  got  a yoke  of  cattle  with  which 
and  the  waggon  I went  to  the  old  place  with  Franklin  and  got  some  lumber 
for  bolsters  and  stakes  to  his  waggon  which  we  took  to  the  pttsp  (sic) 
Temple.  after  returning  Bro  Bickfords  cattle  we  took  the  steers  and 
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went  to  the  river  to  cross,  but  the  boats  being  loaded  I tarried  on  the 
bank  of  the  river  with  the  steers,  and  bro  Franklin  went  over  to  his  family, 
while  the  boats  were  crossing  the  wind  rose  so  high,  that  no  boat  re- 
turned and  I staid  all  night  on  the  river  Bank,  with  little  sleep, 

Saturday  13th  *n  the  Morning  a boat  returned  from  the  oposite  side  of  the 
river,  upon  which  I crossed  with  the  cattle,  and  reached  the  tent  about 
10  o clock,  a.m,  where  I refreshed  myself  untill  about  2 in  the  afternoon 
when  with  Bro,  Franklin  I crossed  the  river  into  Nauvoo  to  commence  labour 
upon  Franklins  waggon  with  him,  or  with  the  bretheren  to  protect  the  city, 
as  circumstances  required,  (p.  46)  arriveing  at  the  Temple,  I found  the 
bretheren  were  collected  there  to  parade,  and  by  request  1 immediately  fell 
into  the  ranks  of  the  12  company,  and  was  drilled  ’till  near  night  when  we 
was  dismissed,  with  orders  to  parade  the  next  morn,  at  9 o clock.  Soon 
after  the  dismissal,  the  Committee  of  the  new  Citizens  returned  from  the 
Camp  of  the  M0b  and  reported  that  they  had  rather  a hard  time  of  it,  the 
result  of  which  was  nothing  satisfactory.  At  sundown  attended  prayer 
in  the  Temple.  In  the  evening  the  New  Citizens  had  a meeting,  were 
the  report  of  the  Committee  was  given,  and  a committee  of  9 was  again 
chosen  to  visit  the  camp  of  the  Mob,  early  the  next  morning,  to  refuse  any 
proposition  from  them,  and  notify  them  that  nothing  but  their  dispersal 
would  satisfy  the  New  Citizens,  and  if  they  did  not  do  it  volentarily,  that 
they  would  be  compelled  so  to  do  by  a sheriffs  posse. 

Sunday.  14th  At  9 o clock  paraded  on  the  parade  ground  with  about  7 hun- 
dred of  the  Bretheren  and  Citizens,  waiting  the  report  of  the  Committee 
to  know  what  course  to  persue.  (p.  47)  at  about  12  o clock  the  troops  were 
dismissed  to  meet  again  at  2 o clock.  The  committee  not  yet  having  returned 
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At  2 o clock  the  Troops  were  again  paraded,  and  the  report  of  the  committe 
was  given,  which  was  that  the  Mob  had  dispersed,  or  retreated  to  carthage, 
(said  to  be  for  reinforcements)  and  none  were  left  but  their  committe,  and 
they  were  secreted  through  fear,  after  the  report  of  the  Corad  was  given 
Sheriff  Backenstos  address  the  troops  the  (sic)  said  he  wanted  every  man 
to  stand  in  readiness,  and  await  the  movements  of  the  Mob,  tendered  them 
his  thanks  and  dismissed  them  with  orders  to  be  on  hand,  should  the  bell 
ring  for  a signal  cheers  were  given  to  Eackenstos,  Clifford,  Markham, 
Picket,  and  the  Ladies  in  general  with  all  lovers  of  law  and  order,  after 
which  the  Bretheren  only  were  marched  to  the  Temple  into  the  second  story, 
where  a true  statement  of  facts  were  made  known  to  the  Bretheren  in  regard 
to  the  movement  of  the  Mob  and  the  designs  of  the  New  Citizens,  which  was 
done,  by  Bro.  Anderson,  Bro.  Markham  followed,  with  instructions  upon  prin- 
ciples necessary  for  the  bretheren  to  observe  in  order  to  secure  their 
temporal  well  as  spiritual  salvation,  (p.  48)  After  being  dismissed  the 
Members  of  the  prayer  circle  retired  to  their  room.  (No  l)  where  Bread 
and  Wine  was  provided  and  we  all  partook  of  the  Sacrement  & enjoyed  the 
testimony  of  Jesus  with  us,  even  the  spirit  of  Prophecy,  Returned  thanks- 
giving to  God  for  the  door  of  deliverance  which  he  had  wrought  out  for  us 
in  puting  our  enemies  to  flight,  and  all  hearts  present  were  made  glad. 

We  spent  the  night  with  Bro  P.  Higbee 

Monday  15th  Commenced  work  at  the  Music  Hall  with  Bro*  Franklin  on  the 
Waggon,  repaired  the  old  bed  and  took  it  down  to  bro.  Paines  and  fited  it 
on  his  waggon*  and  on  our  return  we  took  the  lumber  from  the  temple  to 
the  Hall  where  we  worked,  at  goon  while  taking  dinner  at  Bro.  L.  Robins, 

I received  a letter  from  my  wife,  dated  the  Sth  At  night  went  over  the 
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river  with  F.  and  staid  with  his  folks. 

'uesday  16th  (helped  make  a table  for  Chester)  In  the  Morning  crossed  the 
river  to  our  work,  which  we  prosicuted,  making  repairs  on  the  running  part 
of  the  waggon,  at  sunset  attended  prayer  in  the  Temple,  and  spent  the  night 
at  Bro.  Robins,  (p.  49) 

Wednesday  17th  In  the  morning  went  on  to  the  flat  to  the  Degaureatype 
roons,  to  get  Bro.  Foster  to  take  my  likeness,  but  there  being  so  many 
there  he  could  not  attend  to  my  case  untill  the  next  day,  and  I returned 
to  my  labour  at  the  Hall,  spent  that  night  at  Burton’s 
Thursday  18th  In  the  forepart  of  the  day  went  to  Bro.  Foster's  office 
and  got  my  likeness  taken,  (for  which  I paid  him  three  dollars.)  to  send 
to  my  wife,  for  her  to  have  while  I was  from  her.  In  the  afternoon 

helped  wash  and  paint  the  runing  part  of  the  waggon,  and  at  evening.  Bro. 
Markham  was  present  with  us.  told  us  of  things  that  had  transpired  in  the 
Camp.  A case  of  Adultery  by  one  Derby  and  the  penalty  thereof  &c  &c. 

Went  home  with  Bro  Wm  Burton  and  spent  the  night  with  him.  (p.  50 ) 

Friday  19th  after  attending  prayer  at  the  temple,  and  Breakfasting  at 
Bro.  Robins,  we  resumed  our  usual  labour  at  the  Hall,  which  was  our 
principle  business  untill  Saturday  eve  when  we  returned  home  on  the  other 
side  of  the  river. 

Sunday  2 1st  In  the  tent  on  the  Bov/a  side  of  the  river,  with  bro.  Franklin, 
and  in  the  after  part  of  the  day  went  with  him  to  bro.  Joseph  Young’s 
Camp  ground  and  also  to  bro  ^a.y'berry  tent  to  discover  if  posible  a kettle 
which  had  been  taken  from  the  camp  ground  where  we  were  when  they  left, 
which  was  borrowed  by  Franklins  folks  and  was  said  to  have  seen  in  their 
possession  did  not  succed  in  geting  it,  neither  did  we  deem  it  best  to 
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propass  the  matter  to  them  at  that  time.  after  returning  to  the  tent 

we  took  supper  and  crossed  the  river  to  the  city  to  be  at  our  work  early 
in  the  morning  staid  at  Bro.  Robins  who  was  free  to  administer  to  our 
wants.  May  blessings  never  be  withheld  from  them.  (p.  51 ) 

Monday  22nd  & Tuesday  25rd  finished  our  work  on  the  waggon,  and 
Wednesday  24th  with  it  crossed  the  river,  to  prepare  the  family  for  their 
westorn  journey,  arriving  at  the  tent  we  found  that  one  yoke  of  cattle 
had  strayed  and  were  to  be  found,  before  we  could  start  the  family* 

Thursday  25th  While  Bro  Franklin  was  in  search  of  the  cattle  I spent  the 
day  with  the  family  at  the  tent,  making  bags  and  doing  such  things  as 
would  most  forward  their  business,  &c  preperations  to  leave,  put  the  cover 
on  to  the  waggon  &c. 

Friday  26th  In  the  morning  crossed  the  river,  went  to  the  Temple,  into 
No  1 and  wrote  a letter  to  my  Wife,  Bro  Stratton  then  from  St  Louis  came 
up  to  see  me,  I spent  about  2 hours  in  conversation  with  him  upon  Eternal 
principles.  He  came  to  fetch  up  a donation  from  the  saints  in  St  Louis 
to  the  poor  bretheren  of  the  city,  amounting  to  about  70  dollars,  in 
provision  and  money.  At  evening  recrossed  the  river  to  spend  the  night 
in  the  tent.  (p.  52) 

Saturday  27th  continued  with  the  family  puting  up  flour  and  meal  into 
bags,  doing  some  writing  &c.  preparitory  to  our  departure.  Franklin  re- 
turned without  his  cattle,  having  been  absent  3 days  in  search  of  them 
Sunday  28th  After  geting  ready,  we,  (Myself  & F.)  crossed  the  river  to 
attend  meeting  in  the  Temple  on  arriveing  there  Bro.  ^arkham  was  address- 
ing the  meeting  which  was  already  convened,  who  was  followed  by  Bro  Little 
from  Peterborough  New  Hampshire,  who  was  on  his  way  to  the  Camp,  to  visit

the  Twelve  he  having  the  Presidency  of  the  Eastern  Churches  and  charge 
of  the  Enigration  of  the  Saints,  He  was  also  followed  by  Bro.  J. A, Stratton, 
the  Presiding  Elder  at  St  Louis.  After  Meeting  went  and  took  dinner 
with  Bro.  "William  Burton,  at  his  house  and  returned  immediately  to  the 
temple  where  we  met  with  Bro  Stratton  untill  4 o clock  when  we  attended 
the  Quorum  or  Priesthood  meeting  in  No  1 The  sacrement  was  administered 
and  several  anointed  for  health.  After  Meeting  I returned  over  the 
river  and  Bro  Franklin  tarried  to  get  a yoke  of  cattle  of  the  Trustees 

for  Bro  Clark  which  he  was  to  take  over  the  next  Morning,  (p.  53) 

Monday  29th  Waited  untill  Bro.  Franklin  arrived  at  the  tent  to  receive 
further  orders.  Bro.  Little  was  with  him,  by  whom  forwarded  the  let- 
ters to  my  wife  written  on  the  26.  In  the  afternoon  crossed  the  river 

and  commenced  making  a table  at  the  Concert  ^all  for  Bro  Franklins  folks 
to  use  on  their  journey,  at  night  took  lodgings  with  Bro  Lewis  Robins 
Tuesday  50th  In  the  Morning  took  Bro  Golliher's  horse  and  Buggy,  went  to 
Franklins  old  place  and  got  boards  for  the  top  of  the  table,  and  completed 
it  by  noon,  when  after  geting  some  things  to  send  to  my  wife  and  Mother, 

I crossed  the  river  with  them  and  immediately  commenced  with  Franklin 
to  load  the  waggon  for  a start.  soon  after,  Bro  Stratton  arrived  (on 
his  way  to  Bro  Hunters  tent)  and  tarried  with  us  untill  we  were  ready  for 
a start,  which  was  about  6 o clock  P.M.  when  we  left  the  ground  on  which 
we  had  been  camped  having  been  there  from  the  12  inst  Bro  Stratton  ac- 
companied us  to  the  grove  near  Bro.  Hunters  tent,  where  I bid  farewell  to 
the  family  for  a season  ’till  through  the  Providence  of  God  we  should 
meet  again,  sending  by  them  a small  box  of  things  to  my  wife  (p.  54)  from 
them  I accompanied  bro.  S.  to  bro  Hunters  tent,  whom  we  found  sick,  and 
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where  we  spent  the  night. 

Wednesday  July  1st  Rose  early  in  the  morning  and  with  bros.  went  to  bro 
Joseph  Youngs  tent  on  the  bluff  where  we  took  breakfast  and  staid  untill 
10  o clock,  when  we  returned  towards  the  river  by  way  of  bro  Hunters, 
biding  all  farewell,  as  we  parted  with  them.  At  Noon  arrived  near  the 
river  where  we  took  dinner  with  Father  Taylors  folks  after  which  we  crossed

the  river  and  went  to  bro.  Paines,  where  -1-  again  wrote  a letter  to  my 
wife,  to  send  by  Mother  Taylor,  and  there  we  spent  the  night,  was  ques- 
tioned by  Joseph,  touching  C.E.Eoltons  course  and  conduct  very  particu- 
lar ly 

Thursday  °uly  2nd  after  taking  breakfast  1 accompanied  bro.  Stratton, 
to  see  the  Trustees  Babbitt  and  Heywood  who  had  that  night  returned  from 
visiting  the  church  at  St  Louis  over  which  he  presided,  from  those  places 
we  went  to  bro.  Mullens,  who  were  about  starting  for  the  Camp  where  by 
request  i administered  to  bro  Elijah  Mellen,  with  bro  Stratton,  for  his 
health,  and  as  he  craved,  we  gave  him  our  parting  blessing,  and  and  bid 
them  all  Farewell,  (p.  55)  I there  parted  with  bro.  Stratton  who  went  to 
take  boat  for  St  Louis,  and  I went  on  to  the  hill  and  at  the  Temple  sawed 
out  a set  of  tent  poles  for  bro.  Golliher  and  partly  made  them,  when  upon 
going  to  the  Michigan  Waggon  shop  upon  which  bro  William  Folsom  was  at 
work,  1 received  from  him  a present  of  cloth  for  a pair  of  pantaloons  and 
vest,  the  value  of  which  was  2 dollars  & 38  cts  I then  obtained  trim- 
ings  of  Charles  Warner  in  which  he  gave  me  the  value  of  25  cts  Bro- 
Dam  then  cut  them  and  they  were  made  by  sisters  Dam,  Robins,  and  Squires, 
all  of  which  was  done  as  a blessing  and  present  to  me,  for  which  I felt 
truly  thankful  and  may  God  bless  them  in  like  manner  as  they  administered 
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to  my  wants*  I received  the  vest  and  pants  ready  made  at  the  expense  of 
35  cts  at  evening  was  called  upon  to  administer  to  sister  Bassott,  then 
with.  Sister  Squires,  Spent  the  night  with  bro.  Robins* 

Friday  4th  Bro  Franklin  arrived  early  in  the  Morning  from  his  family  with 
whom  he  parted  at  sugar  Creek,  Iowa,  the  previous  evening,  we  immediately 
upon  what  was  necessary  for  us,  to  leave  the  City  day  on  our  Mission  to 
England,  when  attended  prayer  circle  at  l/2  past  5 in  the  temple,  it  being 
the  last  one  with  (sic)  in  which  we  expected  to  meet.  (p.  56;  before  our 
departure.  By  the  voice  of  the  Quorum  bro.  Franklin  was  chosen  President 
and  A was  mouth,  after  which  we  received  their  parting  blessings,  and  we 
after  taking  breakfast  immediately  proceeded  to  do  such  business  as  was 
necessary,  before  we  left,  such  as  changing  the  direction  of  our  papers, 
gating  some  Money,  setling  up  business,  geting  some  cakes  baked  by  Sister 
De  Vol  and  receiveing  letters  of  the  bretheren  to  take  to  ^ew  Y0rk,  Buffalo 
& Liverpool,  in  number  about  fifteen,  nearly  all  of  which  contained  recom- 
mends for  us  to  those  whom  they  were  sent,  and  all  these  in  addition  to 
that  which  we  received  from  the  authorities  of  the  Church  on  the  13th  of 
May.  Tihich  was  as  follows. 

To  the  Presidency  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints 
Greeting  Bros  Hadlock  & Ward  of  England. 

The  bearer  of  this  letter  is  our  much  esteemed  and  worthy 
brother  Elder  Samuel  W.  Richards,  who  is  one  of  the  Seventies. 

We  have  been  directed  by  the  President  and  Council  of  the 
Twelve  in  the  wes cern  camp  of  Israel  to  send  him  unto  you  as  a 
true  and  faithful  fellow  labourer  (p.  57)  in  the  kingdom  of  our 
God  to  assist  you  in  dispensing  the  word  of  life  to  the  people 
of  your  Country.  Ke  is  instructed  to  labour  under  your  direc- 
tion and  Presidency.  The  private  seal  of  the  Twelve  having  been 
taken  west  we  are  unable  to  affix  it  to  this  letter. 
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We  beseech  you  to  receive  this  our  brother  and  render 
unto  him  every  necessary  facility  that  you  may  be  able  to,  in 
order  that  he  may  be  a blessing  to  you,  to  the  cause,  and  to 
himself,  and  that  he  may  answer  the  expectations  of  his  bre- 
theren  who  send  him  unto  you  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.

all  necessary  arrangements  being  made  bro  William  Burton  took  our 
trunks  to  the  landing,  and  we  biding  adieu  to  our  friends  and  the  place 
where  we  had  enjoyed  so  many  blessing  of  Eternal  worth  went  to  the  land- 
ing at  7 in  the  evening  to  take  passage  on  board  the  Tempest,  at  which 
place  we  tarried  waiting  for  her  untill,  Sunday  morn  at  eleven  oclock 
when  the  Tempest  rounded  too,  which  time  was  spent  in  writing  and  reading 
&c.  Taking  our  trunk  and  Valice  we  went  on  board  the  boat  with  just 
means  enough  to  pay  a deck  passage  to  St  Louis.  My  feelings  upon  leav- 
ing the  city,  can  better  be  imagined  than,  described.  The  place  where  I 
had  enjoyed  so  many  pleasand  days,  even  the  happyest  part  of  my  life,  I 
now  left,  and  perhaps,  never  to  behold  it  again.  (Here  the  ink  has  been 
changed  from  black  to  blue)  We  arriveed  in  St  Louis  after  a slow  but 
pleasant  trip,  at  1 oclock  Tuesday  morning  and  at  day  break  went  to  Bro 
Heedhans  house  Ho  195  on  seventh  street  between,  Morgan  and  Franklin 
avenues  and  i went  directly  from  there  to  bro  John  Parkers,  whcsehous  was 
near  by.  we  spent  the  day  in  resting,  being  weary  from  the  fateuges 
which  we  had  undergone  Bro  stratton  being  gone  out  of  the  city,  returned 
in  the  evening  and  by  request  we  visited  several  sick  to  whom  we  adminis- 
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tered  the  laying  on  of  hands,  (p.  59) 
ednesday  8th  It  being  very  warm  in  the  city  we  walked  out  to  the  big 
mound  about  one  mile  and  l/2  from  town  to  get  the  benefit  of  fresh  air, 
we  there  spent  the  day  with  Bro  Burts- ell's  family,  where  we  found  a cool 
and  solubrious  breeze  at  evening  we  returned  to  Bro  Strattons,  boarding 
house,  where  several  calls  had  been  left  for  us  to  visit  the  sick,  which 
we  immediately  attended  to  . 

Thursday  9th  This  day  after  making  several  calls  upon  the  bretheren,  we 
found  our  way  about  about  1 mile  distant  to  Ero  Winkle's,  where  we  also 
found  Sister  Prusilla  Magridge  all  of  whom  was  kind  in  their  attendance  to 
us,  such  as  refreshing  drinks  of  various  kinds,  and  what  was  still  more 
agreeable  Sister  Prusilla,  anointed,  and  combed  my  head  which  was  very 
satisfactory  to  me,  and  appeared  to  be  to  her  that  she  had  the  priveilege 
of  doing  it  to  me,  and  in  connection,  therewith  she  presented  to  me  a 
bottle  of  Olive  oil  & Rum,  prepared  expressly  for  the  hair,  in  return  for 
these  favors  I combed  and  dressed  her  hair,  with  which  she  appeared  well 
pleased,  and  at  the  close  of  the  day  accompanied  me  on  my  return  to  Bro 
Needhams  and  was  very  free  in  conversation  Upon  her  former  circumstances 
&c.  from  there  she  went  to  market  and  on  her  return  presented  to  me  some 
apples.  Pears  and  Plumbs,  (p.  60) 

Friday  10th  Spent  the  day  in  visiting  the  bretheren  about  the  city,  in 
the  after  noon  at  Bro  John  Cottom  with  Ellen  Parker  In  the  evening 
visited,  several  of  the  sick  by  request  among  whom  was  Peter  Caulder,  with 
whom  I watched  a part  of  the  night  and  he  died  the  next  day  great  Mortal- 
ity is  now  prevailing  throughout  the  city  and  much  sickness  Many  are 
dieing  from  the  heat,  being  sunstruck  they  drop  away  without  a moment 
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warning,  fulfilling  the  Prophecy  of  Bro.  Hyde,  which  was  that  the  angel 
of  Death  would  reap  a bountiful  harvest  this  season  in  St  Louis 
Saturday  11th  In  company  with  Bros_  Franklin  & stratton  visited  at  Ero 
Me  Kenzie’s,  where  we  received  her  kind  attendance,  washed  our  heads 
and  feet  and  made  us  Lemonade,  from  there  went  to  Bro  Meads  and  sat 
awhile  then  returned  hone  to  Ero  Parkers.  (Here  ink  again  becomes  black) 

Sunday  12th  In  company  with  Bro£_  Franklin,  Stratton  and  Amos  Fielding, 

Met  the  bretheren  in  the  Mechanics  Institute  for  Meeting,  and  was  addressed 
by  bro.  Amos  Fielding  (p.  61 ) from  the  prophets  in  regard  to  Lion’s  and 
her  afflictions,  and  the  present  removal  of  the  saints,  bro.  Franklin, 

Stratton  and  my  self,  dined  at  bro  John  Parkers.  In  the  afternoon  Met 
at  l/2  past  2 and  had  some  singing,  and  at  3 the  afternoon  services  commenced, 
bro  Franklin  addressed  the  meeting  and  was  followed  by  myself,  after  which 
bro.  Stratton  related  our  circumstances  to  the  saints  in  such  a sympathe- 
tic manner  as  drawed  tears  from  their  eyes,  as  they  heard  how  we  parted 
from  our  families  upon  the  Prairies  journeying  to  the  West  while  we  took 
our  departure  for  the  British  Isles.  By  his  direction  a contribution 
was  taken  for  our  assistance  amounting  to  eleven  dollars  fifty  cts  fsil.50ct; 
Bro  Fielding  made  a few  remarks  & the  hymn  was  sung  ’’Adieu  my  dear  bre- 
theren &c”  and  meeting  dismissed,  when  we  took  the  parting  hand  with  many 

f 

of  our  bretheren  and  sisters,  and  we  took  tea  at  Bro.  Le  dee’s  and  the 
evening  I spent  at  Father  Parkers  when  we  conversed  upon  adoption  and 
other  principles  of  interest  for  their  instruction  after  which  I anointed 
Farther,  John  &.  Ellen,  and  prayed  for  them,  which  they  accounted  as  a 
blessing  at  my  hands.  May  God  bless  and  preserve  them.  Amen  (p.  62) 
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Monday  15th  after  transacting  some  business  in  the  morning,  with  Franklin 
and  bro  Stratton  went  into  the  Lower  part  of  the  City,  called  French  town 
and  called  upon  Sister  Streeper  who  gave  us  2 dollars  to  help  us  on  our 
way.  (May  she  be  blessed  according  to  her  liberality)  which  is  great. 

We  there  saw  the  Sisters  Greys  from  Nauvoo.  From  there  we  went  to 
brother  Clemens  and  spent  the  most  of  the  day  toward  evening  wont  to 
bro.  John  Armstrongs  and  took  tea  with  him  he  gave  us  50  cts  apiece  which 
was  freely  given  and  freely  received 

Tuesday  14th  Visited  several  of  the  bretheren  and  Sisters  and  some  sick 
among  whom  was  Sister  Littlefield  In  the  afternoon  visited  and  took  tea 
with  bro  Meads  folks  In  the  evening  with  bro  Franklin,  went  and  saw 
the  Catholic  Medical  Colegium  where  several  bones  of  human  babvs  had  been 
found  in  the  street  some  time  before  which  had  created  quite  an  excite- 
ment. the  block  was  entirely  closed  with  buildings  high  fence,  stone  and 
brick  wall,  so  that  none  could  see  from  the  out  side  what  was  within, 
only  through  the  pass  wayes  (p.  63) 

Wednesday  15th  Went  to  the  landing  to  assertain  when  boats  were  to  leave 
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for  Pittsburgh  so  as  to  take  passage  walked  about  the  city,  and  got  bro 
Me  Kenzie  to  take  off  my  beard  at  his  shop.  Then  went  to  Mother  Rneed- 
hams  (sic)  and  wrote  some  in  my  journal.  At  six  o clock  eve.  went  to 
Mr  Smiths  house,  formerly  from  Liverpoor  to  take  letters  for  him.  took 
tea  with  them  and  had  a social  visit  appeared  very  agreeable,  and  affored 
to  send  us  papers  to  Liverpool,  such  as  we  choose  either  St  Louis  or 
Nauvoo  papers.  Went  to  Bro  Yeemons  got  Franklins  clothes  and  returned 
home,  to  Bro  Johns  Parkers  In  the  evening  was  at  Sister  TTeedhams  where 
all  those  present  were  'Blessed  one  of  an  other,  Bro.  F and  myself  ad- 
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ministering  to  all  the  others  present, 

Thursday  16th  Made  several  visits  in  the  City  taking  leave  of  the  Bre- 
theren,  called  at  Bro  Winkles  about  noon,  where  Sister  Magridge  was  and 
upon  parting  with  her  she  gave  me  a glass  of  Port  wine,  with  one  of  her 
white  handkerchif s , and  sent  by  me  a Pencil  case  to  Bro,  Franklin 
About  1 o clock  I parted  with  Father  Parkers  folks,  all  of  whom  appeared 
quite  sorrowful  as  I left  them,  and  the  parting  tear  was  droped.  I then 
procured  a dray  to  take  our  trunk  & c to  the  river.  The  trunk  and  Franklin 
being  at  Sister  Needhams,  where  also  was  Bro.  Stratton.  They  all  parted 
with  us,  evidently  with  feelings  (p.  64)  for  our  welfare.  Mother  N • gave 
me  a kiss  with  tears  in  her  eyes.  She  also  gave  us  a Mattrass  for  our 
comfort  on  the  Boat  Bro.  Cotterell  gave  me  two  dollars,  and  Sister  C. 
gave  Franklin  one.  We  received  a harty  embrase  from  Joseph  Stratton  as  we 
parted  with  him.  We  now  went  to  the  boat,  and  took  passage  on  board  the 
Oregon  for  Cin.  about  4 in  the  afternoon.  While  out  geting  such  things  as 
we  needed  for  our  passage  Bro.  Galliger  presented  to  me  10  or  12  Oranges 
for  us  to  eat  on  the  way,  which  were  truly  acceptable,  I also  went  to 
Mr.  Smiths  and  Webbs  store,  and  p-ot  a package  of  letters,  and  (sic)  writ- 
ten by  Mr  S.  for  Liverpool.  I now  went  on  board  and  at  20  minutes  to 
8 we  left  St  Louis  Port,  with  hearts  truly  glad  for  the  blessings  we  re- 
ceived at  the  hand  of  the  saints  in  that  place,  They  having  donated  about 
(20)  twenty  dollars  for  our  passage  East.  This  not  being  sufficient  to 
take  us  over  the  N (sic)  Aleghany  Mountains.  Bro  Stratton  offored  us  7 
dollars  on  loan,  which  he  thought  would  take  us  over  the  Mountain,  which 
we  received.  Making  about  27  dollars  in  all.  Of  this  three  dollars  was 
sent  back  to  C.  Warner,  of  whom  we  got  that  amount  to  pay  our  passage  to 
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St,  Louis,  and  with  2 l/2  more,  purchased  a summer  coat  for  F.  which  left 
us  about  twenty  two  dollars,  to  start  with.  As  we  got  down  the  river 
about  10  miles  directly  apposite  the  Jefferson  Barracks,  we  struck  a 
sand  bar  where  we  were  compelled  to  stay  all  night,  after  working  with 
the  spar’s  several  hours,  in  vain  to  get  off.  (p,  65) 

Friday  17th  After  considerable  hard  labour  we  got  off  and  started  out 
about  8 in  the  morning,  and  went  on  without  more  delay  Every  thing 
passed  out  very  well  untill  near  twelve  o clock  when  Bro  F was  taken  with 
a chill  which  lasted  about  afeemt  (sic)  half  an  hour,  succeeded  with  a very 
high  fever  which  lasted  several  hours.  I did  the  best  for  him  in  my 
power  untill  it  was  over,  and  at  night  he  rested  pretty  well  At  half 
Past  twelve  we  arrived  at  Cairo  at  the  ^outh  of  the  Ohio  River,  and 
Saturday  18th  We  passed  the  Mouth  of  the  Tennesee  about  9 in  the  Morn- 
ing,  and  immediately  after  was  called  upon  for  our  fare,  which  was  One 
dollar  fifty  to  Cincinnati  on  deck  The  next  landing  we  made,  I obtained 
some  Quinine  and  Ginger  for  Franklin.  at  Sunset  we  arrived  at  Shawnee 
town  where  the  steamer  senate  lay,  having  colapsed  one  of  her  flues  kil- 
ling one  or  two  of  her  men  and  scalding  several  others.  The  Boiler  was 
taken  aboard  our  boat  for  Louisville.  Also  the  Captain  (and  several 
passengers,  or  the  Crew)  took  passage  with  us  Run  all  night,  and  earley 
in  the  Horn. 

Sunday  19th  we  reached  Evansville  Ind,  where  we  stoped  but  a few  moments 
and  again  shoved  out  without  delay.  Made  but  few  stops  this  day.  (p.66) 
Franklins  health  continues,  to  get  better,  his  chills  Broken  with  Quinine 
which  1 got  for  him,  but  system  much  diseased  The  weather  since  we 
left  St  Louis,  very  pleasant  cool  and  comfortable. 
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Monday  20th  At  ten  o clock  a.m.  we  arrived  at  New  Albany  4 miles  below 
Louisville  was  detained  there  about  3/4  of  an  hour  and  went  on  to  the 
Mouth  of  the  Canal,  where  we  were  detained  by  a boat  coming  through  untill 
near  2 o clock,  P.M.  when  we  entered  the  Lock.  While  waiting  there  we 
went  and  saw  Porter  the  Kentucky  Giant  at  the  Porter  Exchange,  after 
passing,  through  the  Canal,  we  landed  at  the  Louisville  wharf  and  unloaded 
wharf  (sic)  freight.  While  the  crew  were  doing  this  we  spent  the  time 
in  looking  about  the  City  and  geting  such  things  as  we  needed  to  proceed 
further,  and  rest  ourselves  from  the  confinement  of  the  boat  which  was 
becoming  very  tedious  While  out  1 purchased  one  of  Hastings  "Emegrants 
guide  through  Oregon  & Calafornia"  written  principally  from  his  own  ex- 
perience while  Captain  of  a company  which  went  from  the  U.S.  in  1842, 
to  those  Countries,  for  which  I paid  25  cts  being  an  interesting  work  and 
EulOagized  by  the  Pnpwi  (sic)  Public  he  with  Fremont  who  went  together, 
being  the  first  who  had  given  a minute  description  latteraly  of  those 
Countries.  On  my  return  to  the  boat,  and  going  (p.  67)  aft,  it  being 
dark,  and  not  knowing  that  the  hatch  way  was  open,  I unfortunately  fell 
in,  and  though  striking  on  my  head  I received  but  little  injury.  2 or 
3 others  fell  in  and  were  considerable  injured,  cuting  themselves  &c. 

At  nine  in  the  evening  the  freight  was  onloaded  and  we  found  ourselves 
shoving  out  for  Cincinnati,  to  which  place  the  distance  was  150  miles 
from  Louisville  and  about  and  about  800  from  St  Louisviile  (sic) 

Tuesday  21st  By  day  light  we  had  performed  about  l/2  the  distance  and 
when  I av/oke  found  that  I experienced  considerable  inconvenience  and  pain, 
from  the  fall  ■which  I had  the  previous  evening.  At  25  minutes  past  one 


we  landed  at  Petersburgh,  where  was  onloaded  a large  quantity  of  Corn,  to 
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be  converted  into  'Whiskey*  In  just  one  hour  from  the  time  we  landed 
we  shoved  off,  and  as  we  approached  Cin.  we  passed  many  beautiful  farms 
lying  on  the  bank  of  the  river.  Among  which  was  the  residence  of  General, 
(and  Pres)  Harrison,  and  his  burial  place,  This  latter  was  upon  a hill 
or  mound  located  but  a short  distance  from  the  river,  the  situation  of 
which  was  extremely  beautiful.  An  enclosure  was  made  consisting  of  about 
3 acres,  upon  the  top  of  this  mound,  with  a post  and  rail  fence.  The 
surface  of  this  enclosure  was  nearly  smoth  and  covered  with  green  grass. 
There  was  apparently  a gradual  desent  from  the  summitt  on  all  side, 
and  quite  a number  of  shade  (p.  68)  trees  which  only  served  to  beautify 
the  spot.  This  had  been  a burial  place  for  some  time  (sic)  length  of 
time,  but  the  surface  was  kept  smooth  and  no  Monuments  in  Memory  of  the 
Dead  were  visible  but  this  of  the  Generals,  which  was  upon  the  highest  point 
visible  from  the  river,  and  was  enclosed  with  a Picket  fence,  painted  white. 
Such  is  the  place  where  the  body  of  the  General  lays,  him  for  whom  the 
Katior.  exerted  her  utmost  powers  to  make  her  President  and  the  mihty 
struggle  was  answered  with  a one  months  seat  in  the  Presidential  Chair, 
as  ^ead  of  the  people.  Continueing  on  we  arrived  at  Cincinnati  about 
sun  set.  Immediately  after  landing  I secured  met  (sic)  a passage  Got 
six  persons  (and  2 horses)  on  board  the  Senator  for  Pittsburgh  at  one 
dollar  and  twenty  five  cents  each,  said  to  go  out  the  next  at  10  oclock 
A.M.  We  took  our  trunks  on  board,  secured  our  birth,  and  made  proper 
ar r augment s , to  leave  awhile  then  went  to  visit  the  city,  when  on  arriv- 
ing at.  Shires  garden  , the  Theatre  had  just  opened  and  we  paying  our 
dime  each  obtained  admitance  in  the  second  gallary.  Two  beautiful  peices 
were  performed  (Viz:)  The  Chamber  of  Death,  and  the  Dumb  Belle  it 
closed  about  11  and  we  returned  to  the  boat. 
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Wednesday  22nd  Staid  in  port  untill  half  past  eleven  which  time  we  spent 
in  geting  provision,  reading  (p.  69)  news,  and  making-  necessary  arranraents 
to  leave,  which  we  did  at  the  above  hour  on  board  the  senator,  a new  boat 
and  this  her  third  trip,  and  to  her  Credit  was  maned  with  very,  pleasant 
Officers  and  crew.  Tfile  paid  our  $1.25  each  to  Pittsburgh,  and  passed  on 
at  rather  a slow  rate  without  making  many  stops,  and  arrived  at  Fortsmoulh 
early  in  the  morning  of 

Thursday  23rd  we  passed  on  through  the  day  touching  at  several  ports,  and 
about  5 in  the  afternoon.  Met  with  a rise  of  water  in  the  river  of  several 
feet  In  the  night  flood  wood  began  to  make  its  appearance,  and  in  the 
morning  of 

Friday  24th  The  river  was  filled  so  as  to  be  of  considerable  hindrance. 

The  larboard  wheel  struck  a log  and  knocked  her  out  of  place,  which 
caused  about  one  hours  delay.  Having  made  necessary  repairs  we  proceeded 
on  with  caution  among  the  rubish  with  which  the  river  was  filled,  and  be- 
tween 12  and  one  we  passed  Blennerhassetts  Island  on  which  he  resided  when 
he  engaged  in  a contemplated  conspiracy  with  Aaron  Burr.  He  was  formerly 
from  Ireland  & a very  wealthy  man  and  had  a beautiful  residence  of  great 
expense  on  this  island,  but  being  convicted  of  treason,  this  beautiful 
place  was  doomed  to  decay.  On  it  was  (p.  70)  now  to  be  seen  a large  field 
of  corn,  and  other  grains  with  a large  orchard,  standing  near  the  h (sic) 
at  some  distance  from  the  buildings  which  were  in  quite  a dilapidated 
condition,  at  a little  past  3 we  arrived  at  Marietta  where  we  just  touched 
and  went  on  without  delay.  We  succeeded  in  geting  along  very  well  untill 
in  the  night,  when  we  made  very  slow  progress,  breaking  the  wheels  several 
times , and  having  to  stop  to  make  repairs 
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Saturday  25th  The  river  full  of  drift  wood,  having  risen  from  7 to  10 
feet,  carrying  whole  trees,  dead  horses  &c,  &c,  along  with  it.  M (sic) 
Arrived  at  "Wheeling  at  S o clock  where  we  stoped  untill  at  (sic)  11  to 
unload  freight  &c.  we  here  walked  about  the  village  recruiting  our  Pro- 
vision stores  &c.  At  11  we  again  shoved  off  and  went  on  passing  many 
beautiful  towns  and  villages  but  very  seldom  made  a landing.  At  ten 
in  the  evening  we  arrived  at  Beaver  town,  where,  near  3 years  ago,  in  com- 
pany with  my  Fathers  folks,  I got  aboard  the  steamer  Clipper  for  St  Louis 
on  my  way  to  Nauvoo  for  the  first  time,  which  boat  was  lying  at  Cin.  as 
we  came  up  No  stop  was  made  at  this  place,  which  was  about  28  miles 
from  Pittsburgh,  but  we  continued  on  untill  within  about  17  miles  of  P. 
when  the  Fog  became  so  dense,  that  the  boat  was  stoped,  the  Pilot  not  being 
able  to  see  the  water,  (p.  71 ) As  soon  as  day  had  sufficiently  dawned  to 
permit  we  proceeded  on  without  delay,  and  landed  at  Pittsburgh  Wharf,  a 
little  before  nine  in  the  Morning,  on 

Sunday  26th  Upon  ariving  at  this  place  we  soon  learned  that  no  business 
could  be  done  on  the  sabbath,  not  so  much  as  dray  could  b.e  got  to  take 
our  trunk  to  the  Canal  office.  I now  went  to  the  Post  office  with  Miss 
Elizabeth  Seybert  who  had  come  from  St  Louis  with  us.  Where  by  a special 
favor  she  succeeded  in  geting  a letter,  (the  office  not  being  open)  by 
which  she  learned  that  her  brother  was  about  30  miles  from  P.  waiting  to 
take  her  into  the  interior  of  Pennsylvania,  and  returned  with  her  to  the 
boat.  Bro.  FVanklin  and  m.yself  now  went  out  and  went  (sic)  attended  meet- 
ing at  one  of  the  Churches,  after  which  we  went  to  the  Canal  Boats  and 
learned  when  they  were  to  leave,  we  then  returned  to  the  boat,  and  after 
finding  a place  for  Miss  Seybert  at  the  Virginia  Hotel,  and  seeing  her 
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safe  there  to  spend  the  night,  we  took  our  trunk  and  baggage,  and  carried 
them  on  our  backs  to  the  Canal  boat  which  was  near  3/4  Mile  as  we  could 
not  stay  over  night  on  the  Senator  she  going  to  leave  in  the  evening,  and 
no  dray  could  be  got  on  Sunday,  We  found  this  to  be  quite  a task  for  us, 
however  after  resting  ourselves  awhile,  we  walked  out  to  visit  the  City, 
and  see  what  was  going  on,  which  seemed  to  be  the  business  of  most  of  the 
people,  especialy  of  hundreds  of  the  fair  sex,  with  whom  the  streets  were 
nearly  filled  Before  returning  we  went  on  to  the  hill  by  way  of  the 
Court  House  and  Jail,  where  we  could  overlook  the  valley  of  the  Monon- 
gahela  for  some  (p.  72)  distance  from  its  junction  with  the  Allegany. 

We  found  that  it  was  quite  thickly  settled  on  both  sides,  and  the  scene 
was  truly  Romantic  The  City  of  Pittsburgh,  lying  in  the  fork  of  the 
two  rivers,  and  Birmingham  a thickly  settled  place  on  the  opposite  bank 
of  the  Monongahela  and  Alleganytown  on  the  North  bank  of  the  Allegany 
river,  with  Manchester  a little  below  on  the  Ohio,  being  completely  sur- 
ounded  with  Mountains  on  every  side,  intererpted  by  the  valleys  of  the 
three  rivers,  the  Ohio  being  formed  by  by  (sic)  the  junction  of  the  other 
two  As  we  were  on  the  hill,  high  above  the  rolling  waters  below,  all 
appeared  quiet  and  still  in  the  valley  beneath,  the  inhabitants  being 
restrained  from  their  labours  by  the  tradition  of  the  Gentiles,  which  had 
not  become  so  prevelant  in  the  valleys  of  the  Upper  Mississipi,  from  which 
we  had  just  come  Being  satisfied  with  our  trip  on  to  the  hill  we  desended 
and  went  to  our  lodgings,  which  I took  in  the  boat  on  the  Matrass,  and 
Franklin  at  the  '’Good  Intent  house’!  near  by. 

Monday  27th  In  the  Morning  we  went  and  took  breakfast  at  a boarding  house 
on  Liberty  St.  for  which  we  paid  12  l/2  cts.  or  a levy  Sach.  We  now 
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■went  and  from  the  agent  learned  that  no  boat  would  be  loaded  to  go  out 
untill  about  or  after,  noon.  We  now  concluded  to  go  and  see  that  part  of 
the  City  which  we  had  not  yet  visited,  lying  on  the  (sic)  Alleghany 

river.  The  better  and  more  easily  to  accomplish  (p.  73)  this  thing  we 
assended  the  hill  on  the  north  side  of  the  Basen  which  contained  the  water 
forced  there  by  a powerful  steam  Engine  which  drew  the  water  from  the 
Alleghaney  river,  and  from  which  basen  all  of  (sic)  the  Hydrons  of  the 
city  were  supplied  by  which  means  it  was  abundantly  watered  in  all  parts. 

In  assending  this  hill  we  were  under  the  necesity  of  proceeding  very 
cautiously,  as  one  misstep  might  have  landed  us  at  the  bottom  of  the 
hill  gith  greater  speed  than  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  traveling,  or 
would  even  be  desirable  under  those  circumstances  having  gained  the  highth 
we  seated  ourselves  upon  the  green  grass,  to  view  the  scenery  below  which 
was  quite  different  from  that  of  the  previous  evening.  We  now  had  a 
commanding  view  of  the  principles  part  of  the  city.  Of  Alleghany  town, 
and  the  river  for  some  distance  up,  and  the  settlements  on  its  banks. 

The  silence  that  prevailed  the  evening  before  was  now  broken,  and  the  sound 
that  v/as  heard  told  that  the  hand  of  the  labourer  was  by  no  means  idle, 
but  busily  employed  earning  their  bread  by  the  sweat  of  the  brow.  The 
smoke  of  (sic)  and  steam  from  Factories,  Foundrys , Glassworks,  and  Machin- 
ery of  various  kinds,  fairly  darkened  the  prospect  before  us,  and  the 
sound  of  the  hammer  was  heard  in  almost  every  direction,  which  bespake 
the  industry  of  the  place,  having  my  small  Bible  along  with  us  we  read 
some  in  that  and  then  descended  to  visit  the  Foundry  which  we  did  with 
much  satisfaction,  at  which  place  I counted  already  completed,  and  in 
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progress  of  completion  76  big  Cannon,  with  many  (p.  74)  balls  and  bombs. 
This  was  something  new  to  me,  to  see  with  what  power  the  machinery  worked 
in  turning  and  boaring  these  mighty  implements  of  destruction,  when  used 
for  that  purpose.*  After  visiting  the  water  works  w re  returned  to  the 
Canal  office  where  we  took  some  "lunch"  and  the  Boat  not  being  ready  we 
went  out  procured  some  Medicine  for  bitters,  for  the  benefit  of  F.s 
health,  and  returned  by  way  of  the  foundry,  where  ws  see  them  cast  a big 
gun  and  some  balls.  We  now  went  to  the  office  and  found  the  boat  loaded 
nearly  ready  for  a start.  We  learned  that  we  now  had  to  pay  six  dol- 
lars each  to  secure  a passage  to  Philadelphia  which  was  a trifle  more 
than  all  the  money  we  had  having  already  obtained  our  Provision  which  we 
needed  to  start  with.  This  course  we  took  that  we  night  have  a suffic- 
ient excuse,  to  pay  for  only  a part  of  our  passage  before  we  started  in 
order  that  we  might  not  be  entirely  deprived  of  money  on  the  way.  We 
found  but  little  difficulty  in  geting  a ticket  for  our  Passage,  by  pay- 
ing nine  dollars  down,  with  the  promise  of  our  trunk  in  pledge  for  the 
other  three  untill  we  should  pay  it  them  in  Philadelphia  Our  things 
were  now  put  aboard  and  we  started  from  the  ware  house  at  5 o clock  P.M. 
crossed  the  aqueduct  over  the  Alleghany,  and  after  weighing  the  boat  we 
went  on  following  up  the  river,  and  soon  arrived  a Lswrenceville  where  the 
arsenal  was,  and  girls  employed  making  Catridges  *c.  We  soon  learned 
that  we  had  exchanged  a disagreeable  way  of  traveling  for  that  which 
was  still  more  slow  and  tedious . 

♦Mostly  56  & 64  Pounders,  said  to  take  18  lbs  of  powder  to  charge  - (p. 75) 
our  boat  being  well,  loaded  with  Tobacco  and  Wool,  And  a Section  B !To_  14 
of  the  Boatmens  Portable  boat  line,  called  Amanda  Jane.  Commanded  by 
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Capt  James  Skean,  we  soon  stowed  ourselves  away  for  the  night  which  was 
done  with  some  inconvenience,  there  being  8 or  ten  passengers  on  board, 
and  the  boat  filled  with  frieght.  Some  of  the  passengers  slept  on  Deck. 
Fuesday  28th  about  9 in  the  morning  we  arrived  at  Freeport  which  was  28 
miles  from  P.  and  about  2 miles  further  we  crossed  over  the  Alleghany 
river,  through  a covered  aqueduct  supported  by  stone  columes  or  Peers, 
about  40  feet  above  the  bed  of  the  river.  We  now  took  (sic)  went  on 
winding  our  way  up  the  valley  of  the  Kiskiminatis  river  being  on  the 
northen  side  of  the  river  ' We  soon  found  that  we  had  commenced  assend- 
ing the  mountain  from  the  fact  that  we  had  quite  a current  to  pull  against, 
by  reason  of  which  our  progress  was  very  slow,  however  we  arrived  at 
Fairview  soon  after  12,  and  at  1/2  past  3 we  came  to  Lock  No  10  at  War- 
ren, which  was  14  miles  from  Freeport  and  42  from  Pittsburgh,  as  we 
assended  the  river  we  found  a great  many  salt  works  in  opperation,  and 
a great  deal  of  coal  dug  from  the  Mountains  with  which  the  salt  works  were 
kept  in  operation.  Our  course  was  frequently  interupted  with  Gstnale 
(sic)  Locks  as  we  were  constantly  (p.  76)  assending  the  Mountain.  Most 
of  the  time  the  Mountains  rose  high  on  both  side  of  the  river,  in 
which  the  boat  run  considerable  of  the  time,  slack  water  being  made  by 
dams  across  the  river  Locks  now  became  quite  frequent  and  as  we  were 
passing  one  in  the  night  a sack  of  wool  was  knocked  off  which  lay  on  the 
deck  of  the  boat,  and  with  it  a harness,  and  tin  cup,  the  cup  belonged  to 
me  which  with  the  harness  was  not  found. 

Wednesday  29th  About  l/2  past  2 in  the  Morning  I was  waked  by  crossing 
the  river  at  the  Mouth  of  the  Tunnel  and  went  on  deck  to  see  the  work  as 
we  passed.  We  went  into  the  Tunnel  immediately  after  crossing  the 
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Aqueduct,  through  which  we  went  Eight  hundred  and  Eighteen  feet  under 
ground,  a part  of  which  \vas  left  rough  over  head,  and  a part  was  arched 
with  smooth  work*  After  passing  through  we  immediately  turned  short 
to  the  right  and  entered  a Lock,  from  which  we  went  into  the  river,  and 
run  in  slack  water.  I now  again  went  to  ted  to  rest  untill  day. 
?h«r»4ay-39%h  (sic)  about  8 in  the  morning  arrived  at  Blairsville  (p.77) 
which  was  quite  a town,  for  its  location,  which  was  quite,  confined  by 
the  Mountains,  Here,  there  was  a printing  office.  Foundry,  and  Furnace, 
Iron  ocr,  was  dug  from  the  Mountains  in  this  region,  in  considerable 
quantity  Blairsville  is  about  72  miles  from  Pittsburgh  and  31  from 
Johnstown  We  continued  to  as  send  as  we  wound  our  way  among  the  exceed- 
ing high  fountains  following  the  valley  of  the  Connenaugh  River,  which 
we  found  received  the  waters  of  Tub-Mill  Creek  over  which  we  crossed,  the 
aqueduct  being  supported  by  stone  arches  and  one  square,  built  for  that 
purpose.  Soon  after  leaveing  this  Creek  we  arrived  at  Lockport,  a small 
place  where  we,  crossed  the  Connemaugh  again,  (or  the  waters  of  the  His- 
kiminitas  ) Eetween  sundown  and  dark  we  arrived  at  Centreville  and 
Entered  Lock  Ho  51,  88  miles  from  Pit.  and  15  from  14  (sic)  J. 

Thursday  50th  I waked  in  the  morning  just  as  we  entered  Johnstown,  which 
v;as  at  day  break.  The  boat  was  taken  into  the  weigh  lock  and  weighed, 
soon  as  the  weigh  Master  could  he  got  out  to  attend  to  it  upon  being  waked 
he  was  some  what  vexed,  and  in  conversation  with  the  Captain,  told  him 
to  go  to  Hell  in  rather  a rough  way,  upon  which  the  (sic)  Capt.  Skean 
was  about  to  lay  hold  of  him  when  they  were  seperated  by  one  of  the  crew 
who  interfered,  but  many  harsh  words  were  used.  (p.  78)  after  completing 
business  here,  the  boat  was  shoved  out  into  the  Connemaugh  basin  where  we 
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found  we  were  to  take  the  R.Road  (boat  and  all,  to  cross  the  mountains. 

How  we  were  to  load  the  boat  on  cars  was  a mystery  to  me,  but  one  that 
was  soon  solved.  The  boat  consisted  of  four  parts,  or  sections  coupled 

together,  and  4 trucks  were  let  down  into  the  water  under  the  boat  which 
was  now  uncoupled,  and  each  section  placed  directly  over  the  trucks  upon 
which  they  were  drawn  out  of  the  water  by  4 horses,  attached  to  a wind- 
lass on  the  bank.  The  boat  was  soon  on  the  main  track  of  the  road,  and 
1 now  for  the  first  time  learned  that  a Canal  Boat  could  travel  on  land 
well  as  in  water.  We  were  drawn  by  horses  up  to  5 other  freight  cars 
to  which  was  attached  the  Locomotive,  Ohio.  We  left  Connemaugh  25 
minutes  before  8 and  was  drawn,  by  the  "Black  Horse"  4 miles  which  brought 
us  to  the  first  inclined  Plane,  which  we  assended,  only  one  section  at  a 
time,  drawn  up  by  a double  Engine  at  the  top,  propelled  by  steam  from  3 
large  boilers,  immediately  upon  assending  we  entered  a Tunnel  901  feet  in 
length,  150  feet  at  each  end,  being  arched  with  hewed  stone,  the  remain- 
der through  solid  rock,  was  left  rough.  After  our  train  had  all  assended, 
we  were  started,  at  9 o clock  and  3 minutes  by  the  Locomotive  "United 
States"  for  the  next  inclination,  having  to  cross  a level  of  14  miles. 

(p.  79)  We  soon  reached  the  half  way  house  at  a small  place  called  Port- 
age, where  we  made  a short  stop  and  went  on  to  Jefferson,  where  another 
Car  was  attached  to  the  train,  and  in  1 hour  and  43  minutes  from  leaving 
C.  we  arrived  at  the  foot  of  Inclination  Ho  2,  after  assending  which,  we 
were  drawn  by  Four  horses,  1 mile  & l/2  to  the  foot  of  the  third  which 
gave  us  an  opportunity  of  learning  the  fact,  that  our  old  canal  Boat  would 
travel  better  on  land,  even  with  horses,  than  in  water,  for  which  the 
craft  was  built.  However  the  "Old  Steam  Horse,"  is  still,  more  preferable. 
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to  the  traveler  who  is  anxious  to  prosecute  his  journey.  After  assend- 
ing the  4th  inclination  we  were  drawn  3 miles  by  the  Locomotive,  ”R .Morris 
and  assending  the  5th  we  found  found  ourselves  at  the  ” Summit  Mansion 
House,”  where  we  arrived  at  3 o clock  P.M.  I here  visited  the  rope 
works  where  the  wire  ropes  were  made  which  were  used  on  the  Planes  of  the 
Mountains.  I found  they  had  just  completed  one  which  they  were  to  use 
on  inclination  Ho  10,  and  was  that  night  to  be  put  on.  This  rope  was 

5760  feet  long,  made  with  only  3 peices,  and  4 l/2  inches  in  circumference 
Tfas  made  with  7 strans , and  19  threads  of  wire  in  each  strand.  Here  at 
this  shop  I got  the  following  table  which  shows  the  horizontal  length,  and 
the  highth  of  each  inclined  plane  on  the  Portage  Rail  Road  running  from 
Connemaugh  Eastward,  (p.  80)

From  the  Basin  at  Connemaugh  to  the  Turnpike  Road  at  the  summit,  the 
distance  is  a little  over  25  miles,  on  the  distance  there  are  five  plains 
the  horizontal  length  of  which  is  9,747  l/2  feet,  which  overcome  an  ele- 
vation of  8. 04', 40.  feet.  From  the  Turnpike  road  at  the  Summit  to  the 
Basen  at  Hollidays burgh  the  distance  is  about  11  l/2  miles,  on  which  there 
ar  5 P.  whose  horizontal  length  is  13444  ft  with  an  aggregate  descent  of 
1204*, 62  ft  (p.  81)  It  was  told  to  us  on  the  summit  that  we  were  22  hun- 
dred ft  above  tide  water  at  Philadelphia,  and  about  13  hundred  above  tide

water  at  Her/  Orleans,  being'  the  highest  traveled  point,  which  divided  the 
western  from  the  Eastern  world,  or  States,  we  were  but  a short  distance 
from  the  head  of  the  Connemaugh  which  run  to  the  west,  and  only  a few  feet 
from  the  head  of  the  Juniata  which  run  to  the  East  The  Cars  commenced 
their  descent  without  any  unnecessary  delay,  having  only  one  half  the 
distance  to  descend  the  Planes  that  the  had  to  go  in  assending.  "When 
we  arrived  at  the  foot  of  Ho  9 a Locomotive  (the  Lafayette)  was  waiting 
to  take  us  over  the  level,  to  Njo  10  which  was  three  miles.  Upon  ar- 
riving there  F.  and  myself  walked  down  the  inclination  and  saw  the  place 
where  a Mr  Cope  was  killed  in  the  morning  by  the  cars  as  they  were  running 
down,  he  being  a workman  on  the  road.  The  cars  passed  over  him  breaking 
his  neck  left  arm,  ribs  and  breast  bone  &c.  causeing  instant  death.  IVe 
reached  the  bottom  of  this  the  10th  and  last  inclination  over  the  Mountains 
at  10  Minutes  past  seven  P.M.  ’When  the  4 sections  had  got  down  we  got 
aboard  and  let  them  run  into  Hollidays burgh,  (being  down  grade)  where  we 
arrived  safe  over  the  Mountains  20  min.  before  8 in  the  evening  (p.  82) 

The  boat  here  staid  on  the  cars  all  night,  and  F.  with  myself  went  out  to 
visit  the  place,  which  was  a beautiful  village,  exhibiting  wealth,  taste, 
industry,  and  enterprize,  we  went  up  on  to  the  hill  to  a prayer  meeting 
and  was  so  sickened  that  we  soon  left  and  on  our  return  got  to  hear  a 
case  of  law  pled,  a suit  having  been  instituted  by  one  of  the  heirs  of 
¥r  Long,  who  had  become  dissatisfied  in  not  receiving  what  belonged  to 
him  by  the  will  of  his  father,  who  died  near  20  years  ago,  being  Dutch- 
man, and  very  wealthy.  Between  10  & 11  we  returned  to  the  boat  & there 
spent  the  night. 

Friday  51st  At  six  o clock  in  the  morning  our  boat  was  let  into  the  basin 
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where  she  was  coupled  together,  as  was  usual  for  her  when  on  the  water. 
Though  a violation  of  her  principles  when  on  land.  At  about  7 we  left 
the  basin  and  commenced  our  journey  again  on  the  Canal 1.  Yfe  soon  came 
to  a small  place  called  Frankstown,  descending  the  valley  of  the  Juniata, 
by  frequent  Locks,  about  noon  we  arrived  at  Williamsburg,  about  14  miles 
from  Hollidaysburgh  and  soon  after  we  passed  an  exceeding  high  rock,  of 
100  feet  or  more,  being  about  4 ft  thick  and  extending  back  at  its  base 
into  the  Mountain,  the  front  part  rising  to  a peak,  another  wall  of  rock 
stood  but  a short  distance  from  it  of  less  size.  (p.  83)  but  running  in 
the  same  direction  as  two  walls  of  a building.  This  highest  Peak  is  called 
the  ’’Devils  Pulpit”  about  4 oclock  we  crossed  the  Juniata  and  turned 
a very  short  corner,  called  the  ’’Devils  Elbow,”  and  descended  4 very  deep 
Locks,  winding  our  way  among  the  Mountains,  which  stood  almost  pirpendi- 
cular  on  either  side.  Beds  of  stone  and  rock  of  smallish  size  lay  on 
the  sides  of  the  fountains  to  the  extent  of  several  acres  together,  en- 
tirely bare  of  either  shrubs  or  trees  after  taking  supper,  and  walking 
two  or  3 miles  on  the  toe  path,  I retired  to  rest,  and  the  next  morning 
learned  that  we  passed  Huntington, (the  shire town  of  Huntington  County.) 
about  1 oclock  in  the  night 

Saturday,  August  1st  Hothing  of  inportance  occured  as  we  passed  along, 
slowly  on  our  way,  till  within  six  miles  of  Newtonhamilton,  when  several 
of  the  passengers  left  the  boat  and  walked  acrosst  a hill  to  the  town,  a 
distance  of  about  l/2  a mile,  while  it  was  six  by  way  of  the  Canal.  This 
place  we  reached  about  10  o clock  being  about  56  miles  from  Hollidaysburgh, 
This  was  a small  town,  well  as  Waynesville  which  latter  place  we  passed 
about  2 P.M.  As  we  passed  on,  when  within  about  (p.  84)  four  miles  of 
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Lewistown  I witnessed  a very  singular  scene,  in  -which  -was  manifested  in 
a very  striking  manner,  the  sublimity  of  natures  handy  work.  This  was 
visible  in  the  lay  of  the  strata,  in  the  side  of  the  mountain  which  had 
been  dug  down  for  the  Canal  to  the  depth  of  some  40  or  50  feet,  which  was 
of  various  colours.  These  lay  rolling  like  the  waves  of  the  sea  in  a 
horizontal  position  extending  to  the  top  of  the  ground  and  others  were 
running  in  an  opposite  direction  as  though  once  had  lain  flat  and  raised 
in  the  centre  by  some  mighty  Earthquake,  or  eruption  of  the  Mountain  leav- 
ing them  in  the  form  of  a rainbow  which  from  their  form,  colours,  and 
thickness,  (being  from  6 to  8 inches)  presented  a beautiful  appearance* 
Other  layers  were  composed  of  pillars  or  colums  standing  erect  about  10 
inches  long  and  from  two  to  five  inches  apart,  being  connected  together, 
both  at  the  top  and  bottom  by  the  same  coloured  substance,  which  appeared 
between  the  solidity  of  rock  and  clay,  as  though  all  had  been  once  melted 
and  thrown  into  it§  present  position  where  it  was  left  to  partake  of  its 
present  solidity,  through  the  operations  of  Nature,  Leaving  this  we 
soon  arrived  at  Lewistown  the  shire  of  Mifflin  Co. — here  the  (sic)  one 
of  the  hands  left  the  boat  by  the  name  of  Edward. ----who  had  just  ret- 

urned from  the  Mexican  v:ar  having  only  been  a hand  from  Pittsburgh  and 
especting  to  find  his  wife  in  this  place,  he  was  the  most  profane  and 
vulgar  Character  that  I ever  met  (p.  85)  with  and  was  extremely  glad  to 
be  deprived  of  his  society,  for  the  remainder  of  the  crew  was  sufficiently 
contemptable  to  meet  any  emergancy  that  might  arise,  though  the  Captain 
was  often  sociable  and  plesant,  when  there  was  no  occasion  for  resentment. 
Particularly  to  the  passengers.  We  left  here  soon  after  dusk  and  I 
went  to  my  lodging. 
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Sunday  2nd  When  I waked  in  the  morning:  found  that  we  were  tied  up  at  the 
little  town  of  Mexico  about  2 1/2  miles  below  Perrys vi lie.  here  we  were 
obliged  to  stop  untill  after  midnight  it  being  fineable  for  the  line  boats 
to  run  on  Sunday.  After  geting  our  breakfast,  F.  and  myself  took  the 
Bible  and  went  into  the  woods  where  it  was  cool,  and  after  reading  awhile 
we  offered  up  our  devotions,  it  being  seldom  that  we  got  the  privelege  of 
being  by  ourselves.  We  soon  returned  to  the  boat,  and  learned  that  there 
was  a Camp  Meeting  held  by  the  Methodist,  about  2 miles  from  Ferryville 
to  which  we  repaired  forthwith,  to  witness  the  movement  of  the  day.  A 
great  many  people  were  assembled,  and  ei^-ht  Priests,  occupied  the  stand, 
which  was  built  in  a beautiful  grove  to  shield  the  people  from  the  extreme 
heat  of  the  sun  it  being  very  warm,  we  staid  untill  the  afternoon  ser- 
vies,  and  then  returned  to  the  boat.  While  we  were  present  ood  (p.  86) 
order  was  preserved  on  the  camp  ground  which  was  well  arranged  for  the 
accomndations  of  the  Public;  Upon  arriving  at  the  boat  I took  my  journal 
and  went  into  the  grove  where  x diverted  myself  awhile  with  writing,  after 
which  1 walked  up  through  the  streets  of  Mexico,  over  lock  of  the  town. 

At  this  place  the  size  of  the  Juniata  was  increased  by  the  Tuscarara  which 
emptied  itself  into  the  Juniata  a little  below  Perrys vi lie  About  one 
o clock  in  the  night  we  again  started  on  our  journey,  which  was  a very- 
satisfactory  move  to  myself  being  anxious  to  accomplish  my  journey 
Monday  3rd  About  9 o clock  A.M.  we  came  to  Newport  in  Co;  and  a 
little  after  12  entered  the  aqueduct  which  crossed  the  Juniata,  not  far 
from  the  Susquehannah,  here  also  was  the  Junction  of  the  Canal  which  runs 
up  the  Susquehana  valley,  up  which  a young  fellow  left  our  boat  to  go  to 
see  his  folks,  having  come  from  Lawrencetown  on  the  alleghany.  Here 
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at  the  Look  a young  lady  came  aboard  fe  (sic)  named  Mary  Ann  Funk,  of  Dutch 
Parents,  going  to  Bennystown  to  do  some  trading.  She  took  a seat  in  the 
Cabin  near  v;hear  I was  writing  upon  which  I laid  it  aside,  and  found  that 
my  new  visiter  was  more  agreeable,  being  very  sociable  in  conversation, 
which  we  (p.  87)  freely  indulged  in,  untill  we  arrived  at  the  Susquehannah 
where  she  was  to  stop  bding  only  about  1 mile,  she  freely  accepted  of 
my  assistance  in  geting  from  the  boat  and  biding  good  bye,  she  crossed 
the  Bridge  and  entered  the  store,  at  which  we  landed  after  passing  out  of 
the  Lock.  It  was  here  said  by  the  Captain  that  she  was  a married  lady, 
and  did  not  sustain  a very  good  character.  At  this  I was  some  what  sur- 
prised and  at  a proper  time  resuming  conversation  with  her,  she  told  me 
that  she  was  not  married,  that  she  had  kept  company  with  a Yankee  about 
3 years,  but  they  had  separated.  Upon  asking,  to  learn  her  name  she 
hesitated  somewhat  in  telling,  saying  she  did  not  know  as  it  was  best  to 
tell  her  name  to  a xankee,  but  upon  the  probability  of  never  seeing  me 
again  she  seemed  to  have  no  objections  & told,  our  conversation  lasted 
untill  the  boat  was  about  entering  the  river,  telling  that  she  live  near 
were  she  got  on,  and  we  necessarily  bid  each,  good  bye,  and  parted.  The 
boat  entered  the  river,  and  the  ferry  boat  was  hitched  to  it  at  25  min- 
utes past  2 and  in  a few  minutes  we  entered  the  Canal  on  the  opposite 
side.  There  the  Juniata  emptied  into  the  susquehannah,  and  a little  be- 
low, on  the  same  side  was  Petersburg  a small  but  Pretty  town.  We  were 
now  about  130  miles  from  Ho Hi days burgh,  and  42  to  Columbia  (p.  88) 
about  4 o clock  we  arrived  at  Dauphin  9 miles  from  the  ferry  where  we 
crossed  here  was  a large  tannary  establishment  where  it  appeared  great 
business  had  (sic)  was  carried  on,  for  a small  town.  Just  before  arriving 
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at  this  place  we  passed  a barn,  standing  near  the  Canal  with  a hole  in  the 
roof,  which  barn  was  said  to  be  haunted,  that  the  place  had  been  covered 
several  times  with  shingles  but  was  sure  to  be  torn  off  the  next  night, 
was  reported  that  a man  had  been  killed  by  his  brother.  We  soon  came 
to  Coxtown  where  we  were  detained  near  an  hour  at  the  Lock,  there  being 
so  many  to  pass  through  before  us,  a circumstance  which  had  not  happened 
before  since  we  left  Pittsburgh.  At  dusk  we  arrived  at  Harrisburgh, 
the  Metropolis  of  the  state,  here  we  left  the  boat  and  went  on  to  the 
hill  to  visit  the  house,  we  went  through  the  yard  to  the  building, which 
was  of  brick,  but  it  being  so  late  the  doors  were  closed,  and  we  did  not 
get  admitance.  It  is  said  that  in  this  house  is  the  chair,  in  which  Han- 
cock sit  when  he  read  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  all  sit  who  signed 
the  same,  which  was  done  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Two  other  large 
buildings  stood  in  the  yard,  one  on  each  side  of  the  State  house,  the  one 
on  the  Last  being  the  land  department.  The  other  we  did  not  learn,  on 
the  hill  near  by  to  the  East  stood  the  Arsenal,  and  a little  to  the  Vilest 
was  the  Basin  from  which  the  city  was  supplied  with  water.  We  had  no 
time  to  visit  the  City  only  as  we  passed  through  returning  to  the  boat, 
when  we  passed  some  magnificent  buildings,  here  we  saw  large  numbers  of 
blacks,  as  we  passed  through  the  upper  part  of  the  City,  Being  18  miles 
from  the  Susquehen  Rrcer  This  night  we  were  detained  some  by  the  lamp  get- 
ing  tiped  over  and  spilling  the  oil  being  all  there  was  on  board,  however 
we  passed.  High  spire,  Middletown,  Scrabble  and 

Tuesday  4th  About  7 in  the  morning  we  came  to  Bain  Bridge,  and  Marietta 
about  4 miles  from  Columbia,  at  which  place  we  arrived  near  9 o clock  af- 
ter passing  a very  high  rock,  which  stood  almost  purpendicular  or  the 
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Canal.  Off,  which  it  was  said  that  a horse  taking  fright,  leaped  with  a 
woman,  also  that  a pack  of  hounds  after  a fox,  were  led  off  percipitately 
into  the  river  below.  Having  arrived  at  Columbia  we  were  how  at  the 
end  of  our  journey  by  Canal,  which  was  truly  a blessing  to  me,  to  be  re- 
lieved from  the  inconvenience  we  necessarily  had  to  undergo.  We  here  found 
that  we  were  too  late  to  go  into  Philadelphia  by  Rail  Road  this  day,  and 
were  under  the  necesity  of  waiting  untill  the  next  day,  also  that  we  had 
to  change  our  baggage  on  to  the  Fwd  F.  Gay,  which  left  Pittsburgh  the 
next  boat  after  us,  and  arrived  at  Columbia  soon  after  we  did.  This  boat 
was  to  go  through  while  ours  stoned  to  reload  for  Pittsburgh,  (p.  90) 

By  direction  of  the  Captain  we  took  our  things  on  board  the  2.  F.  Gay,  and 
she  was  hauled  out  of  the  water  on  trucks,  about  noon,  by  a simalar  pro- 
cess as  at  Connemaugh.  We  here  got  some  washing  done  that  we  might  be 
respectably  clean  when  we  arrived  at  the  City.  The  remainder  of  the  day 
was  spent  looking  about  the  villiage  and  in  reading  rooms  where  we  could 
be  most  comfortable  from  the  heat.  Here  at  this  place  we  saw  a six  legged 
hog,  weight  about  200  lbs.  having  two  distinct  hind  parts.  The  man  who 
exhibited  it  cut  his  throat  a few  days  before  at  a public  house  where  he 
was  stoping,  having  been  in  a drinking  spree.  At  evening  we  went  up 
on  to  the  hill  to  pay  our  devotions  to  him  who  had  preserved  us  thus  far, 
and  returned  to  take  our  lodgings  on  the  boat,  which  was  very  poor  not 
affording  much  satisfaction  by  way  of  sleep.  Here  there  was  a bridge 
1 and  l/4  miles  long  across  the  Susquehannah,  over  which  the  Rail  Road 
ran  being  supported  by  30  peers  built  with  stone,  this  was  the  longest 
bridge  I had  ever  seen.  We  ®ere  now  about  29  miles  from  Harrisburgh. 
Wednesday  5th  This  morning  we  prepared  ourselves,  (Bro.  F.  & myself.) 
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to  go  into  the  City  by  going  and  washing  in  the  river  and  puting  on 
clean  cloths,  which  was  truly  very  agreeable  to  us  after  being  so  long 
confined  to  dirty  & filthy  decks  of  boats,  (p.  Si)  soon  after  our  return 
to  the  boat,  the  Locomotive,  Andrew,  Jackson,  was  hitched  to  the  trucks 
on  which  she  rode,  and  we  started  15  minutes  befor  7 for  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  In  about  an  hour  we  arrived  at  Lancaster,  in  Lancaster 
Co.  which  is  quite  a pretty  City,  went  on  without  delay  only  stoping  for 
wood  and  water,  passing  several  trains  from  the  East,  which  was  done 
without  stoping  there  being  2 tracks  to  run  upon,  and  through  a beauti- 
ful country  well  occupied  by  farmers.  At  Coaehville  we  passed  the 
Mid -Way,  and  soon  arrived  at  Downingtown,  were  we  made  a few  minutes 
stop,  and  then  went  on  to  a place  called  Jacksons  Indians  where  we  stoped 
some  little  time  for  the  Passenger  train  to  come  up  and  pass  us,  which 
they  did  at  1/2  past  1 oclock.  At  3 o clock  we  arrived  at  the  Plain  4 
miles  from  the  City,  which  was  5/8  of  a mile  long,  and  197  feet  descent, 
which  landed  us  on  the  bank  of  the  Schuylkill  river  and  was  drawn  over 
the  bridge  by  horses  When  an  other  Locomotive.  Wm  Penn,  took  us  into 
the  City,  Making  our  first  stop  at  the  Car  Market  Hotel,  20  minutes 
before  5,  81  miles  from  Columbia,  here  Bro.  Franklin,  left  me  to  stay 
with  the  things  while  he  went  to  obtain  the  3 dollars,  yet  due  on  our 
passage,  which  he  got  of  Sister  Mc_  Minn  at  Ho  64  south  eleventh,  upon 
which  he  returned  to  the  boat  which  had  been  taken  into  Broadway,  by 
horses.  By  invitation  we  immediately  went  to  sister  McMinns  and  took  sup 
per  with  them  after  which  she  and  sister  (p.  92)  Poulter  went  with  us  to 
Bro_.  John  P.  Smiths  where  they  visited  with  us  awhile  and  then  returned 
home  while  we  spent  the  Night,  in  the  most  agreeable  manner,  bein^  the 
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first  time  that  I had  undressed  myself  since  I left  St  Louis,  being;  near 
three  weeks.  This  residence  being  back  of  No..  101  Old  York  8treet  (sic) 

Road 

Thursday  6th  got  Bro  Smith  to  write  the  President  of  New  York  branch  to 
assertain  whether  any  of  the  bretheren  for  England  had  yet  arrived  in  that 
place.  After  this  we  went  out  with  him  to  learn  about  our  trunk  &c • , which 
was  yet  on  the  boat,  learning  that  all  was  well  we  went  with  him  to  the 
Old  State  house  where  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  read  and  signed 
which  was  in  one  of  the  front  lower  rooms . As  we  went  up  to  the  obser- 
vatory we  passed  through  the  bell  section,  and  saw  the  Bell,  which  cracked 
at  the  first  stroke  when  rung  to  celebrate  the  Birth  day  of  Washington  in 
March  1845  and  refused  to  sound  again  being  the  first  year  after  the  Martyr 
of  the  two  Prophets,  Joseph  & Hyrum  Smith,  This  by  many  might  be  consid- 
ered omenous  of  some  great  event,  but  one  thing  is  certain,  that  Tvashing- 
ton  might  with  good  propiriety  refuse,  (as  did  the  Bell  to  sound)  to  be  called 
the  Father  of  a Nation  so  far  fallen  from  those  great  and  noble  principles 
which  he  sought  to  establish  (p.  93)  As  we  steped  out  on  to  the  obsevatory, 

I beheld  the  greatness  of  the  City,  the  like  of  which  I had  never  before 
seen.  Among  the  principle  buildings  that  attracted  my  attention  was  thetfc 
(sic)  Gerards  College,  the  Navy  Yard,  the  Alms  Reuse,  the  Penetentiary, 

&c  together  with  the  many  ships  that  were  in  port,  and  also  moving,  upon 
the  water.  The  water  works  with  which  the  City  was  supplied  was  also  a 
beautiful  place,  from  this  we  went  and  visited  the  old  residence  of  Sir 
Wm  Penn  who  formed  a treaty,  which  was  to  be  perpetual  between  his  poster- 
ity and  the  Indians,  under  an  old  elm  tree  which  stood  about  3 miles  from 
the  place.  On  our  return  home  we  passed  the  remains  of  the  old  St  Augustine 
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Church  whose  Bell  was  the  first  to  chime  the  notes  of  Independence,  but 
was  nearly  demolished  in  the  riots  of  1844  Went  to  the  Jefferson  Wigwam* 
Spent  the  most  of  the  afternoon  at  the  house  untill  just  at  night,  when 
Bro  Smith  and  myself  went  to  the  Boat  in  Broadway  and  got  our  trunk  and 
&c.  On  my  return  to  the  house  I was  agreeably  surprised  to  find  Bro 
Moses  Martin,  who  had  just  came  in  direct  from  Ohio,  like  ourselves  on 
his  way  to  England.  We  all  of  us  immediately  repaired  to  the  Meeting 
room  of  the  Saints  where  they  held  their  thursday  evening  Meetings,  and 
the  Presiding  Elder  not  being  present,  neither  many  of  the  saints,  we 
each,  Bro.  Franklin,  Martin,  (p.  94)  and  myself,  in  turn  addressed  the 
Meeting  to  the  joy  and  satisfaction  of  the  saints  who  -were  present.  Bro. 
Franklin  spoke  of  the  circumstances  of  Saints  at  Present,  Martin  as  they 
were  anciently,  and  myself  upon  the  future,  after  which  I sung  with  F.

the  Eymn,  “Wake  a wake  the  world  from  sleeping  and  then  the  meeting  was 
dismissed  and  we  three  went  home  with  Bro  Smith  and  spent  the  night  to- 
gether which  was  truly  a feast  to  us. 

Friday  7th  We  spent  most  of  the  day  at  Bro^  Smiths  writing,  counseling, 
and  resting  ourselves  from  the  journey,  In  the  afternoon,  after  writing 
in  my  journal  went  out  alone,  and  visit  Franklin  Square  which  is  quite  a 
pleasure  resort,  where  the  water  spouts  throw  the  water  some  10  or  12  feet 
into  the  air.  then  returned  to  Bro.  Smiths  where  several  Bretheren  and 
Sisters  were  gathered  to  hear  from  us  the  tidings  we  bore. 

■aturday  8th  being  some  what  refreshed,  Bro.  Martin  F.  and  myself  went 
out  to  visit  the  City,  more  particulary  the  shiping  and  Navy  yard,  which 
was  quite  interesting.  In  the  Navy  yard  we  saw  about  guns  (p.  95)  however 
but  a few  were  mounted,  20  mounted  stood  abreast  on  the  wharf,  beside  one 
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212  pounder,  which  was  12  feet  or  more  in  length.  But  one  ship  was  in  pro- 
cess of  building,  We  returned  to  bro.  Smiths,  aiid  in  the  afternoon  ?res, 

W.  I,  Appleby,  arrived  with  whom  we  visited  untill,  evening  then  with  him 
and  bro  P.  I went  to  bro.  Maxwells,  to  administer  for  health  to  his  wife, 
after  which  I returned  to  bro.  Smiths,  and  bro,  F went  with  bro,  Appleby. 
Sunday  9th  My  Birth  Day.  We  all  met  at  bro  ^iths  in  the  morning  previous 
to  the  hour  of  meeting,  a notice  of  which  was  published  in  the  Public 
Ledger  on  Friday.  Bro- Appleby,  presented  each  of  us  with  one  of  Win- 
chesters Synopsis  of  the  Bible,  also  one  of  his,  Dessertation  on  Nebucha- 
dnezzars  dream,  which  I accepted  as  a Birthday  present.  At  the  hour  of 
10,  we  went  to  our  Meeting  which  was  held  in  the  Marshalls  Institute,  on 
3rd  St  which  was  addressed  by  bro.  ^artin  in  the  forenoon,  showing  the  de- 
signs of  Creation,  the  kingdon  of  God  and  &c • At  noon  I accompanied  bro 
Appleby  to  bro.  Maxwells  for  dinner,  and  at  1/2  past  2 Returned  to  the 
Meeting  room,  at  which  time  I spoke  in  continuation  of  some  of  bro  Mar- 
tins remarks  and  upon  the  Priesthood,  after  which  the  sacrement  was  ad- 
ministered to  the  Bretheren.  (p.  96)  after  the  close  of  the  meeting  I ac- 
companied bro.  Appleby  and  bro.  F.  to  bro.  Harrisons,  where  we  staid  un- 
till the  evening  Meeting,  which  was  addressed  by  bro.  F.  upon  the  subject 
of  Faith,  at  each  of  these  meeting  there  was  a Contribution  taken  up  for 
our  assistance  amounting  to  $15.50.  After  meeting.  I went  with  bro. 
Martin  to  Bro  Hauskeepers,  on  Poplar  between,  3 & 4 street. 

Monday  10th  In  the  monring  we  all  met  in  Council  with  bro.  Appleby  at 
bro.  Smiths,  when  it  was  decided,  that  Franklin  go  with  him  to  Wilming- 
ton, and  visit  the  branch  in  that  region.  That  bro  Martin  go  to  Chester 
Co.  and  I , to  Jersey,  Mount  Holly  &c.  Bro.  Appleby  and  F.  started  at 
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10  o clock,  just  (sic)  as  they  were  about  starting  Sister  Me  Minn 

came  in  with  cloth  for  F and  myself  a pair  of  pantaloons  from  Sister 
Thompton,  and  she  gave  me  a dollar  to  get  mine  cut  and  bear  my  expenses 
to  Jersey.  After  dinner  B went  to  the  foot  of  Chesnut  St  and  took  pas- 
sage on  the  Trenton  for  Burlington,  left  the  Wharf  at  2 o clock  for  the 
above  place,  a distance  of  about  23  miles  which  cost  me  12  l/2  cts . I 
there  took  stage,  which  was  waiting,  for  Mount  Holly,  7 miles  for  25  cts. 
then  walked  from  there  to  Vincentown  5 miles,  where  I found  3ro.  Andrew  H. 
Scott,  and  spent  the  nifeht  with  him.  (p.  97) 

Tuesday  11th  After  making  my  business  known  to  Bro.  Scott,  which  was  to 
see,  the  bretheren  and  get  means  to  take  me  over  the  sea.  he  thought  I 
should  meet  with  very  poor  succes,  on  account  of  the  coldness  and  indif- 
ference among  the  bretheren,  however  I was  determined  to  see  the  Bretheren 
and  give  then  a chance  to  do  what  they  would  for  me.  For  this  purpose  I 
set  out  in  the  morning  for  the  Tabernacle  on  foot,  (being  7 miles)  alone, 
Bro.  Scott  being  engaged  for  the  day  and  on  account  of  his  ill  health,  was 
not  able  to  walk  with  me.  On  the  way  1 found  a plenty  of  Whortle  and 
Bill  berries,  with  which  1 satisfied  my  appetite  for  those  things.  About 
half  past  10  I arrived  at  Mr  Charles  Bowker,  whose  Wife  was  in  the  church 
and  himself  quite  friendly.  Sister  B.  was  gone  to  Lumbertown  on  a visit 
and  Mr  B.  invited  me  to  come  there  and  spend  the  night,  that  I might  have 
an  opportunity  of  seeing  her.  After  taking  dinner,  I went  out  and  called 
upon  Bro^  Wesley  Taylor,  Levi  Baker,  John  Alloway,  John  Knowlton,  and  re- 
turned to  Mr  lowkers  to  spend  the  night,  with  each  of  these  Bretheren  I 
conversed  upon  the  situation  and  circumstances  of  the  Church,  got  an  idea 
of  their  faith  &c.  Making  known  my  business  to  them.  I received  for  my 
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assistance  a little  from  them  all  as  follows.

Wednesday  12th  In  the  morning  received  what  I did  of  Mr  Charles  Bowker 
and  wife,  and  parting  with  them  left  for  Vincentown,  and  arrived  at  Bro. 
Eays,  about  11  o clock,  where  I spent  the  day,  bro  Scott  was  with  me  part 
of  the  time.  Here  they  appeared  as  glad  to  see  me  as  any  where  i went. 

Bro.  Hays  spent  the  most  of  his  time  with  me  while  there  in  conversation, 
making  inquierys  about  the  church.  Doctrine  &c. 

Thursday  15th  In  the  morning  changed  my  fine  cloths  for  Sister  Hays  to 
wash  while  I went  with  Bro.  Save  (sic)  Scott,  4 miles  over  to  the  Factory 
to  see  a few  Bretheren  that  were  there.  We  went  to  Bro.  Terry’s  where  we 
took  dinner  and  in  the  afternoon  went  down  to  the  factory  and  saw  bros_ 
Francis  Buttorworth,  and  James  Alloway,  Bro.  A.  gave  me  1.00  by  way  of 
bro  Scott,  and  sister  Elizabeth  Terry  50  cts . At  evening  returned  to 
Vincentown  and  took  supper  with  Bro  Scott,  after  which  I bid  his  family, 
FArewell,  and  went  to  spend  the  night  with  Bro.  Hays  that  I might  be  ready 
to  take  the  stage  early  in  the  morning.  Bro.  Scott  soon  came  over  and 
gave  me  One  dollar,  for  himself  and  the  one  that  he  was  to  give  me  for 
bro.  Alloway,  and  at  the  same  time  bro.  Hays  gave  me  $2.00  I also  received 
from  bro  Scott,  one  of  Winchesters  books  on  Priesthood,  (p.  99) 

Friday  14th  Got  up  and  took  breakfast  early  in  the  morning,  and  prepared 
to  leave.  Bro.  Hays  gave  me  50  cts  to  pay  my  fare  to  the  City.  Sister 
H.  gave  me  25  cts  a nice  silk  handkerchief,  and  filled  my  pocket  with 


Peanuts  and  cakes,  wishing  me  prosperity  At  half  past  five  in  the  morn-

ing  I parted  with  them  and  got  into  the  stage,  which  was  standing  at  the 
next  door.  The  stage  was  filled  and  we  started  for  the  Barclay  laying 
near  lumberton  in  the  llansoeus  Creek,  where  we  arrived  in  about  1 hour, 
stepping  aboard  she  immediate!/  shoved  off  down  which  creek  we  went  about 
18  miles  before  entering  the  river  stoping  several  times  on  the  way  to 
take  on  board  fruit,  vegetables,  fowls,  calves,  sheep  &c.  for  the  City 
market,  it  being  the  object  of  her  trip.  I arrived  safe  at  the  City 
and  to  bro.  Smiths  house  about  l/2  past  10  A.M.  having  been  blessed  above 
my  expectations,  and  that  of  my  bretheren.  And  as  the  Lord  blessed 
and  prospered  my  way.  so  may  his  blessing  rest  upon  those  who  administered 
unto  me.  for  I receive  of  them  Ten  Dollars  clear  of  my  expenses,  going 
and  coming.  about  2 o clock  bro.  Martin  arrived  from  Chester  Co  P.A. 
with  little  success  in  geting  means,  having  only  about  $125  above  his 
expenses,  I spent  the  F£.  writing  in  my  journal  and  in  the  evening  went 
with  bro  Smith  to  bro.  Lentz,  who  took  the  outlines  of  my  profile  being 
a potrait  painter,  (p.  100) 

Saturday  15th  In  the  morning  took  a walk  with  bro.  Martin  down  to  Market 
and  Chesnut  Street s_  where  he  bought  a Bible,  and  one  of  Fremonts  history 
of  Oregon  and  California,  when  after  walking  about  some  we  returned  to 
bro.  Smiths  where  we  spent  the  the  afternoon  in  writing  untill  about  4 
o clock  when  bro  Franklin  arrived  from  his  visit  to  the  bretheren  in  Wil- 
mington, Christene  Centreville  &c.  bro.  Hall,  in  company  with  him,  of 
Wilmington,  and  soon  after  bro.  William  I Appleby  arrived  from  Reckless- 
town,  his  place  of  residence,  to  spend  the  Sabbath  with  us.  We  all  met 
in  the  Chamber  and  made  known  to  bro  Appleby  our  success,  in  obtaining 
means  of  the  bretheren  I reported  Ten  Dollars  bro.  Martin,  One.  twenty  five. 
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and  Franklin  $44t00  (sic)  $17.00.  In  the  evening  some  of  the  bretheren 
and  sisters  came  to  visit  with  us  and  hear  us  talk,  which  was  spent  very 
agreeably. 

Sunday  16th  Attended  meeting  as  on  the  previous  Sabbath  at  the  same  place 
and  hours  being  10,  l/2  past  2,  & l/2  past  7 in  the  eve.  meeting  was  ad- 
dressed in  the  morn,  by  bro.  Martin,  on  the  subject  of  gathering  and  the 
Gospel.  In  the  afternoon  by  (p.  101 ) myself,  upon  the  gifts  and  prive- 
leges  of  the  Gospel,  in  connection  with  some  of  its  most  important  laws, 
and  principles  of  Goverment.  In  the  evening  by  bro.  Franklin  upon  various 
points  in  relation  to  the  Gospel  and  Dispensation  of  the  fulness  of  time 
the  meetings  as  usual  was  pretty  full  in  the  morning  and  evening,  while  in 
the  afternoon  there  was  but  few,  beside  those  who  belonged  to  the  Church. 
We  all  spent  the  night  a together  at  bro  Smiths  house,  below  Montrose  a 
letter  was  read  from  Bro  Lutz  dated  1 mile 

Monday  17th  This  day  Bro.  Appleby  proffered  to  visit  with  us  about  the 
City,  which  offer  we  gladly  accepted,  whereupon,  we  went  to  the  exchange, 
near  foot  of  Chesnut  and  got  into  a carriage  which  took  us  up  Chesnut  to 
eighth  St  then  eighth  St  to  Callow  hill  St  which  we  followed  to  the  Ridge 
Road,  which  road  took  us  to  the  College,  known  as  ” Girard’s  College.” 

This  was  a noble  marble  edifice  Three  stories  high.  Each  story,  being 
divided  into  4 room  which  were  nearly  square  occupying  the  centre  of  the 
Building,  the  difference  in  length  being  used  for  stair  ways,  aset  of 
stairs  running  up  in  each  corner  of  the  building,  which  was  within  its 
main  body  ©#-th •e-feaiidrng  (sic)  there  being  a projection  of  the  roof  on 
all  side’s  of  about  12  or  16  feet  supported  by  forty  four  Marble  pillars 
with  beautiful  Caps,  of  carved  workmanship  (p.  102)  these  pillars  stood 
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on  arches,  turned  with  brick,  which  supported  them  on  (sic)  to  keep  them 
from  setleing  which  arches  were  in  the  foundation  wall.  The  stairs  were 
of  fine  Marble,  and  supported  by  their  own  weight.  The  floors  were  chequred 
with  deep  grey  and  white  marble  cut  about  12  inchex  square,  resembling  that 
of  Solomons  Forch.  The  floors  were  each  supported  by  the  sounding  arches 
of  the  rooms  below,  each  being  arched  separate  from  the  other,  and  in  a 
triangular  form.  The  four  upper  rooms  received  their  light  from  a large 
window  in  the  roof  over  the  centre  of  ehe  (sic)  each  room.  The  roof  also 
being  of  Marble  The  upper  rooms  were  arched  with  round  arches  runing  up 
to  the  size  of  the  window  at  the  top,  these  were  panneld  arches  which  ad- 
ded much  to  their  beauty,  my  inferences  were  that  these  would  be  used  for 
desecting  rooms,  from  their  structure  &c.  Beside  this  there  were  4 other 
large  Marble  buildings  on  the  ground  2 on  either  side  of  the  College,  for 
boarding.  Officers,  &c.  &c.  These  with  several  acres  of  ground,  were  to 
be  surrounded  by  a large  stone  wall  (with  pilasters,)  about  12  ft  high  which 
was  in  progress  of  erection  This  was  situated  in  the  west  side  of  the 
city,  on  a fine  location  From  here  we  found  our  way  to  the  Fairmount 
water  works,  where  we  spent  a while  examining  the  (p.  103)  machinery,  the 
Basin,  and  Garden  and  then  went  into  the  refreshment  room,  where  bro. 
Appleby,  furnished  each  of  us  with  a dish  of  ice  cream  which  was  rich 
indeed.  In  the  hours  of  these  enjoyments.  I thought  of  one  whose  pre- 
sence I had  not  for  a Companion,  but  a loved  Wife,  who  was  far  away  I 
knew  not  where.  From  this  we  went  through  the  garden  to  the  Yfire  bridge 
where  we  too]f  2 bowls  of  oysters  each,  then  jumped  into  a coach  and  returned 
home.

S.  W«  Richards  entered  the  Salt  Lake  -ralley  Thursday  evening  Oct.  25th  1849. 
the  5 following  days  were  spent  in  partly  unloading  my  waggon,  disposeing 
of  letters.  Parcels.  &c.  which  had  been  sent  by  me  to  different  brethren 
in  the  Valley  and  assisting  Father  to  get  ready  for  his  Mission  to  the 
Sandpitch  Valley  as  one  of  the  Colony  bound  to  settle  that  place,  about 
150  Miles  south,  gave  him.  my  waggon  wheels  & found  him  a waggon  bed  & cover 
to  put  on  them,  to  go  with,  and  he  left  on  Thursday  the  2nd  of  Nov.  puting 
into  my  hands  his  accounts,  amounting  to  upwards  of  100  dollars  to  be  col- 
lected, and  about  40  dollars  to  be  paid,  and  giveing  me  the  3 rooms  in 
the  Fort  which  he  owned,  one  of  which  I soon  sold  for  30  dollars.  Im- 
mediately after  he  left,  I commenced  to  put  of  a log  House  on  Fathers  lot 
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a part  of  the  logs  being  there,  and  the  rest  at  the  Saw  pit  to  be  split 
in  too,  which  was  my  first  (p.  21)  business,  Henry  & Myself  next  dug  the 
cellar  and  then  reared  the  house  over  it,  which  we  had  completed  and  a 
load  of  wood  hauled  from  the  Kanyon,  so  that  we  moved  in  to  it  on  Friday 
the  10th  of  Novr_  & Saturday  was  used  in  completing  the  removal  of  things 
from  the  Fort  to  our  new  home,  although  the  most  of  the  week  was  a very 
uncomfortable  one  to  me,  haveing  a very  sore  throat  so  that  I could 
scarce  eat  or  drink.--  Upon  inquirery  learned  that  my  lot  in  the  City 
had  not  been  reserved  for  me,  as  I expected,  but  had  been  taken  up  by 
another  and  used,  and  though  there  had  been  no  improvements  made,  except 
a proportion  of  fenceing  made  for  the  ward,  the  survay  and  recording  fees 
Paid;  and  a stack  of  Hay  prized  at  about  20  dollars,  I could  only  have  the 
lot  by  paying  forty  Dollars  to  Willard  who  had  credited  this  amount  to 
the  Brother  who  had  been  on  the  lot,  but  now  gone  to  (p.  22)  the  sand- 
pitch  Valley,  which  I choose  to  do  and  retain  the  lot  which  was  next  to 
Bro.  Franklins,  his  being  next  to  Fathers  in  Block  58.  In  payment  of

Sept.  1856  (1855)  Tues . 18.  Was  at  the  Endowment  house  administering 
to  the  people,  acted  the  part  of  Eloheim.  Evening  had  a very  inter- 
esting time  at  the  Polysophical  Meeting  in  Bro.  Snows  Hall.  Took  tea 
with  my  family  at  Bro.  Sanl  Neslinfe  previous  to  the  Meeting.  This 
evening  Bro.  Harris  returned  from  the  Kanyon  with  very  sore  eyes,  not 
able  to  get  rest. 

Wed . 19 . Bro.  Harris,  this  morning,  gave  up  work  for  the  week.  Bro. 
Cronshaw  and  Son  hauled  adobias. 

Thurs.  20  Wednesday  & Thursday  was  engaged  about  my  new  house  fitting 
sash  putting  in  window  stops  &c,  &c.  obtained  oil  for  father  to  commence 
my  painting.  Was  at  the  Horticultural  Society  Meeting.  I was  one  of  the 
speakers,  and  after  exhibiting  the  fruit  which  was  abundantly  supplied, 
it  was  distributed  to  the  Meeting.  I was  elected  one  of  the  vice  Presi- 
dents, & was  the  Treasurer. 

ffrid  21.  At  the  Endowment  house,  had  a large  company,  47  in  number,  to 
wait  upon,  anointed  all,  and  officiated  as  Jahovah.  Bro.  K.  was  as  I 
never  before  saw  him.  Bro.  Jedediah  helped  to  keep  things  right  side  up, 
and  preserve  order  as  far  as  possible.  No  sealing  attended  to  today. 

Sat.  22.  Considerable  rain  today,  did  some  work  about  the  new  house,  and 
did  some  writing.  Bought  a Cupboard  & 2 half  Bushel  Measurs  at  auction. 
Evening,  addressed  the  Universal  Scientific  Society  on  the  subject  of 
home  Manufactures,  (p.  2) 

Sun.  23.  Attended  meeting  in  the  Bowery,  Mary  Ann,  accompanied  me  in  the 
P.M.  In  the  Morning  Elders  G.A.  Smith  & P.P  Pratt,  addressed  the 
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meeting,  mostly  upon  the  history  of  Mohomadonism,  showing  what  religious 
enthusiam  will  do,  and  in  some  respects  the  preference  of  Mohamedan  views 
to  that  of  Christian  hethanism.  P.M.  Bros.  E.M.  Hogan,  and  Charles 
Smith  gave  an  account  of  their  Mission,  followed  by  a few  remarks  from 
Elder  P.P.  Pratt,  further  illustrative  of  the  preference  of  Mahomed an 
faith  and  customs.  (Deseret  Hews  Oct  10.  1855) 

Mon  24  This  day  made  ready  to  go  to  Juab  County  to  make  a survey 

Tues.  25.  Started  at  day  break  with  Bro.  Empey  and  Bro.  Ivins  with  a 

carriage  and  two  animals  and  rode  to  Springville,  and  back  to  Houty  Mill, 

making  a drive  of  about  54  Miles.  Staid  this  night,  with  Bro.  Macdonald. 

Sat<  29  Arrived  at  home  about  day  break  or  about  5 A.M.  having  been 

absent  4 day  short  about  one  hour.  We  were  joined  at  Springville  by  Bro. 

Macdonald  and  in  Juab  County  about  8 Miles  below  Summit  creek  made  a 

survey  of  more  than  3 miles  square  for  farming  and  herding  purposes, 

including  a large  amount  of  Meadowland  and  several  large  and  beautiful 

Springs,  of  rater,  (p.  3)  V*.

Woodruffs,  and  from  there  went  to 
the  Governors  office  where  I was  informed  that  the  P.E.  Finnce  Company 
held  an  a/c  against  the  D.  A.  Teortus  Estate,  and  that  D.  H.  Wells 
would  come  down  at  the  sale.  The  Sale  commenced  at  10  l/2  o clock  A.M. 
John  Bray  Moiben,  Auctioneer.  Sisters,  June  and  Helena  Robinson  took 
tea  with  us.  Evening  at  the  presidents  Office,  compiling. 

Frid . 8 Compiling  and  composing  books  at  the  Prest  Office  until  about 
4.  P.M.  when  ^ prepared  myself  and  in  the  Evening  waited  upon  Mary— my 
wife,  Helena  Robinson,  and  Elizabeth  Parker  to  the  Typographical  Associa- 
tion party  at  the  Social  Hall,  Where  dancing  continued  until  near  3 o 
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clock  next  morning.  A good  supper  was  prepared.  The  Ladies  rode  home  in 
Ero  Horns  sleigh. 

Sat . 9th  To  day  at  the  Presidents  Office,  Compasing  and  compiling  for 
the  new  books. 

Sun.  10  Most  of  the  day  at  home  with  my  family  just  at  night  called  with 

Mary  to  see  Sister  C V.  Spencer,  & baby,  at  her  house,  (p.  4) 

Mon.  11  Was  engaged  most  of  the  day  at  the  new  books , and  in  the  evening 

also,  examining  what  we  had  done  with  the  board  of  Regents,  who  seemed 

to  approve  of  our  labours,  and  D.H.  Wells,  A.  Carrington  and  Win  Willis 
were  added  to  the  committee  to  assist  in  forwarding  the  work. 

Tues  12  Was  again  at  the  Office  during  the  principal  part  of  the  day. 
About  4 o clock  waited  upon  Miss  K.  A.  Taysum  to  my  house  to  take  tea 
and  spend  the  evening  which  she  did.  Returned  home  with  her  and  proposed 
a time  for  marrying  her,  but  she  did  not  feel  ready  and  free  to  accept  it 
then.

Thurs . 14 . The  aneversarv  of  my  wedding  day  with  Mary  Ann.  Spent  several 
hours  (about  5)  at  the  Frests  office  over  the  books  wrote  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  reading  and  the  Valley  and  examined  other  lessons  written  by  Bros 
Woodruff  & Willis.  Bought  a quarter  of  Beef  at  10  cts  per  pound  called 
upon  Miss  Jane  Mayer  in  the  P.M.  and  learned  her  willingness  to  be  mine. 
Valentines  day/'  Just  at  dark  called  upon  Sister  Jane  Richards  and  had 
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some  conversation  at  her  own  request  relative  to  Miss  Taysum.  After  this 
called  upon  sister  Jane  Mayer  and  arranged  for  the  ceremony  to  take 
place  on  Saturday  in  connection  with  Sister  Helena  Robinson.  This  day 
furnished  shoes  and  Tea  to  Bro.  Phelps  to  go  into  the  Country  and  trade 
for  bread  stuff,  to  the  amount  of  $65.00  Paid  J.  B.  Maiben  $55 . 18cts 
for  auctioneary  spent  the  evening  with  at  Bro  Ivins  with  Sister  Jane  Mayer. 
Frid.  15.  Was  arranging  items  of  business  preparatory  to  a Wedding  on 
Saturday,  getting  my  new  house  whitewashed,  and  cleaned.  Spent  a short 
time  at  the  Presidents  Office  with  the  Committee.  Spoke  to  him  of  the 
persons  I intended  to  take  for  wives,  and  fixed  the  hour  of  the  ceremony 
for  Saturday  at  about  2.  P«M.  Sister  Polydore  and  Sister  Jare  3.  Mayer 
spent  the  evening  with  us,  and  we  spoke  of  the  Marriage  &c,  &c. 

Sat . 16  Was  an  eventful  day  in  the  history  of  my  Life  In  the  forepart 
of  the  day  engaged  two  carriages  to  take  us  to  the  Presidents  at  2 o clock 
and  prepared  myself  for  the  event.  About  one  P.M.  the  carriage  arrived, 
and  calling  at  Bro.  Ivins  for  Sister  Mayer,  I returned  home  and  took,  Mary 
& Mary  Ann  ?iy^  two  wives,  and  on  the  way,  called  at  Bro.  Cain’s  for  Helena 
and  Jane  Robinson  and  went  to  the  Presidents  Office,  7/her e a little  before

Jane  Elizabeth  Mayer  to  me  in  the  presence  of  7f»  Woodruff,  D.  H.  Wells, 

A.  Carrington,  C-.  D.  Watt,  Jane  Robinson,  Mrs  Polydon,  Lucy  Polydore, 

Mrs  Cobb,  and  one  other  of  the  Prest  wives  (former  name — Twist).  I 
handed  the  Prest  two  Gold  peices  ($7.55)  and  we  then  returned  home  and 
took  dinner  about  4 o clock,  with  my  4 wives,  & Mrs  Polydore  and  Jane 
Robinson  with  us.  We  spent  the  evening  together,  and  then  I went  with 
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Mrs.  Polydore  and  her  sister  Jane,  my  wife,  to  Bro.  Ivins  where  they  stayed 
and  on  my  returned  (sic*)  called  at  Bro*  Cain’s  and  got  Helena,  who  had 
walked  up,  and  some  of  her  things,  who  went  dov/n  home  and  staid  with  me. 
This  was  Election  day  for  Delegates  to  Convention  to.  be  held  for  the 
purpose  of  framing  a constitution  for  a State’s  government  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for  our  admission  into  the 
Union.

17  Spent  the  day  at  home  with  my  family*  Evening,  went  with  my 
wife  to  Bro*  Ivins  and  got  Jane  and  her  things  and  took  them  down  home 
to  stay.  Helena  was  called  for  by  her  sister  Uane,  and  went  with  her 
and  spent  the  night  at  Bro.  Cairfs . 

Mon  18  To  day  mostly  about  home  with  my  family.  Called  at  Bro.  Cain’s 
for  Helena.  Went  a shopping  with  Mary  to  get  stuff  for  fitting  up  the 
new  house  &c.  Eve  (sic)  Paid  Bro.  Gammel  Tea  and  shnea_Jr*or  a Pony. 

Evening,  called  at  Bro.  Cains,  and  W.  Woodruffs.  Helena  was  out  at 
Sister  Cook’s. 

Tues . 19  Was  at  the  President’s  Office  1/2  the  day.  In  the  morning  at- 
tended to  some  family  matters  about  home.  Evening  at  the  Presidents  Of- 
fice where  Mr.  Jno  Hinley  and  Sister  Jane  C.  Robinson  were  married,  after 
which  the  Presjb  G.  D.  Watt,  and  myself  had  a very  interesting  chat  rela- 
tive to  principles  pertaining  to  the  Marriage  reletives  and  the  conduct 
of  some  men  in  getting  women.  _.j 

Wed.  20.  At  the  Presidents  Office  with  the  Committee  engaged  in  arrang- 
ing a pictoral  pimer  on  natural  history,  mostly.  A letter  from  Bro. 

Mac.  Donald  proposing  the  terms  of  selling  out  his  interest  in  the  Juab. 
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County  iLerd  Ground.  (1200,  and  expenses)  l/2  (p.  8)  In  the  evening  I 
attended  at  the  Theatre  with  Jane  and  Helena.  Play— The  Stranger,  con- 
cluded with  a Song  and  then  a dance. 

Thurs.  21st  Morning  about  home.  Went  to  the  Presidents  office  after 
dinner,  and  spent  a while  with  the  Committee. *  i'hen  went  and  found  Ere. 

Vim  Snow,  and  drafted  an  Ordinance  imposing  a Tax  of  Ten  dollars  on  each 
Day  in  the  City,  to  present  for  the  action  of  the  City  Council  the  fol- 
lowing evening.  Evening  at  the  Seventies  Hall  attending  a polysophical 
entertainment  got  up  under  the  arrangment  of  a Committee.  Mary, Helena, 
and  Jane  went  with  me.  Certificate  of  Election,  to  a state  convention. 

- Frid  22  Again  compiling,  books  at  the  Office,  with  the  Committee. 

Stained  two  Bedsteads.  Evening  at  the  City  Council  when  several  Ordinances 
were  passed.  Prest  B.  Young  was  present  with  us. 

Sat  23 . Was  again  preparing,  matter  for  the  school  books  at  the  Office, 
part  of  the  day,  Stained  a Table  for  the  new  house  and  assisted  some  in 
arranging  matters  in  the  Hew  house. --put  up  a book  case  and  a plate  of 
portraits,  &c.  Evening  attended  the  theatre  with  ^ary  Ann,  Bro.  Henry’s 
wife,  and  Sister  Cash.  Play  the  Stranger,  and  comedy,! 1/2  (p.  9) 

Sun . 24 . To  day  at  Meeting  with  Helena  & Jane  in  the  Tabernacle.  Dr 

Joseph  Hovey,  preached  and  was  followed  by  Prest  B.  Young,  who  was  very 
severe  in  his  remarks  upon  the  proceedings  in  Court  (District  Court)  dur- 
ing the  past  week—the  conduct  of  Lawyers --the  folly  of  Jurors  &c,  &c . 

I never  heard  him  speak  upon  such  matters  when  he  appeared  so  stirred 
up  and  righteously  indignant  in  his  feelings.  He  made  Judge  Z.  Snow  roost 
conspicuous  before  the  meeting,  and  cursed  such  men  most  severely,  in  re- 


lation to  themselfs,  their  wives,  and  their  children,  & their  substance. 
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and  all  the  Saints  said.  Amen.  Bro.  Kimball  spoke  of  some  Missions  to 
be  filled,  and  a list  of  names  was  read  of  persons  to  go  to  Eas  Vegas, 
Green  River,  the  Northern  part  of  the  Territory,  England  & Australia.

Frid.  29,  1856  At  the  Prest.  office  with  the  Committee  on 
school  hooks  a part  of  the  day,  also  doing  some  items  of 
business  preparatory  to  the  departure  of  the  Mail.  Evening 
Bro.  E.  Snow  called  upon  me  relative  to  getting  some  exchange 
upon  Bro.  Franklin  which  I agreed  to  furnish  him  with. 

Feb.  Sat  1st  Spent  a few  hours  with  the  committee  as  usual. 
Drew  on  Bro.  Franklin  for  E 150  in  favor  of  E.  Snow  & Co.  at 
Seven  days  sight.

Standish — drew  $8.50  from  Livingston  &c.  on  Judge  Drummands 
a/c.  in  payments  for  books  which  I sold  him  on  Friday.  Took 
a watch  to  Bro  Barlows  Shop  for  repairs  Evening  attended  the 
Theater  with  all  of  wives,  and  Sister  Cain  accompanied  us. 

Helena  sung  with  Mrs  Hawkins  on  the  Stage  at  Benefit  night 
for  B.  Snow.  Play  a Tragedy,  entitled  "Virginius,"  or  the 
Roman  Father.  Concluded  with  a Comedy — The  young  Widow* s 
victim.  Paid  $2.50. 

Tues.  4th  Again  with  the  Committee  on  School  Books,  Paid  W. 
Woodruff  for  15  bush  of  wheat.  Evening,  met  with  the  Board  of 
Regents  at  the  Presidents  Office,  adjourned  until  Friday 
evening.

Southern  Mail  arrived 
and  brought  me  letters  from  Bishops  Blackburn  & Harrington, 
and  from  Bros  Macdonald  about  Company  affairs,  and  Bennett 
about  sale  of  lot  &c.  Took  Tea  at  Bro  Wm  Empey*s  with  Mary 
and  Mary  Ann  Evening  was  at  Bro.  Cains  with  E.  Smith  upon 
the  subject  of  our  company  affairs,  what  disposition  should  be 
made  of  the  herd  &c.  Helena  and  Jane  at  the  Theatre,  Helena 
singing  on  the  Stage.  Received  Secretary  A.W.  Babbitt’s 
Certificate  of  my  right  to  a seat  in  the  State  Convention  to 
be  held  on  the  3^d  Monday  of  March.

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Music  by  the  Band.  Leo  Hawkins  & Lady  took  Tea  with  us. 

Frid.  7 Was  at  the  Office  as  usual  with  Woodruff,  Watt  and 
P.P.  Pratt  Called  upon  D.H.  Wells  Esq.  to  have  him  settle 
his  a/c.  with  the  D.A.  Foster  Estate,  but  he  was  unwilling  to 
pay  the  bill  because  a chest  of  Tea  which  he  purchased  at  the 
sale  did  not  prove  to  be  as  good  as  he  expected.  I requested 
him  to  either  settle  the  Bill  or  return  the  Goods.  He  thought 
he  would  return  the  Goods.  Mary  walked  with  me  to  E.  Snow  & 
Co.*s  store  to  get  a few  things,  as  I went  to  the  Office  in 
the  Morning.  P.  M.  - Father  Horracks  and  wives  called  and 
took  Tea  with  us.  Evening  was  at  the  City  Council  where  three 
ordinances  were  passed  relating  to  Trespass,  Physicians,  and 
Swine  & fowls. 

Sat.  8 Morning  worked  a while  in  the  Shop,  then  went  to  the 
Office  and  arranged  questions  and  answers  in  Chatechism  (cate- 
chism?) form  for  reader.  Watch  repaired  by  Bro.  Barlow.  (Cost 
$2.00)  Helped  put  up  a cupboard  in  the  new  house  Teachers, 
Piert,  and  Daiger  visited  my  family.  Evening  at  home  with  my 
family,  and  commenced  transfering  my  a/cs  into  a new  book. 
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of  keeping  away  from  him  aiid  not  to  oppress  him  in  these  difficult  times 
with  importunities  relative  to  our  private  affairs,  but  step  forward  and 
assist,  also  to  ably  support  the  Press  by  increasing  the  number  of  the 
issue  of  the  ’’Deseret  News"  a few  thousand  and  then  be  punctual  in  pay- 
ment of  subscriptions,  ^he  hands  were  then  in  want  of  bread  &c.  He  gave 
a good  exhortation  to  the  Saints.  H.  C.  Kimball  followed,  reviewing 
some  of  the  items  touched  upon  by  Bro.  Wells  and  impressing  them  upon  the 
attention  of  the  people  and  their  importance.  Spoke  of  the  hard  times, 
said  they  were  only  a beginning  to  what  we  would  have  if  we  did  not  do 
better  as  a people,  that  when  the  will  of-  God  was  done  upon  Earth  as  in 
heaven  we  would  not  have  Gentiles  and  the  Rebellious  among  us.  “When  they 
rebelled  in  Heaven  they  were  cast  out  and  it  would  be  so  on  earth.  Now 
they  could  live  among  us  and  fat  and  prosper  &c  while  we  and  our  children 
were  in  want.  He  was  going  to  turn  his  property  into  rrain  as  fast 
as  he  could  and  wrould  build  and  put  up  graniries  and  fill  them  (p.  12) 
for  the  time  would  come  when  the  Gentiles  would  come  after  us  with  their 
packs  under  their  arms  for  some  thing  to  eat  and  they  would  sell  themselves 
for  a Morsel  of  bread.  The  United  States  would  see  the  time  when  their 
crops  would  be  cut  off  and  their  cattle  would  perish, and  they  would  be 
destitute  of  food,  and  they  wrould  come  by  Thousands  and  by  Millions. 

Spoke  of  his  circumstances  relative  to  bread,  how  he  was  importuned  from 
morning  to  night  by  persons  from  different  parts  of  the  City,  and  he  wanted 
the  Bishops  of  the  different  wards  to  look  after  the  people  of  their  wards, 
so  that  the  ^residency  and  others  might  not  be  burdened  by  them.  After- 
oon.  was  at  Meeting  with,  Mary,  Helena  and  Jane.  Bros  Woodruff,  J.  M. 


Grant,  and  Bro.  Kimball  addressed  the  Meeting.  Bro  Woodruff  spoke  of 
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having  written  many  of  the  saying  of  the  Prophets  and  Apostles  & of  the 
certainty  of  this  fulfullment.  Treating  upon  our  present  privations  & 
want  and  speaking  many  other  good  things  to  the  Saints.  Bro.  Grant  spoke 
of  those  who  apostatized  and  left  the  church  for  years  and  then  came 
back  without  making  any  confession  and  expect  to  be  made  every  things  of 
their  views  relative  to  such  persons  &c.  supposed  to  have  (p.  13)  ref- 
ference  to  such  men  as  Z.  Snow,  Luke  Johnson  Sec,  H.  C.  Kimball  made 
but  a few  remarks  upon  the  same  subject,  saying  that  one  of  those  char- 
acters §aid  in  Kirtland  when  he  and  Prest  Young  were  ordained  into  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelves,  that  it  was  a disgrace  to  the  House  of  Israel, 
(supposed  to  i*efer  to  Luke  Johnson),  but  their  lives  would  tell  how  much 
they  had  disgraced  the  house  of  Israil  while  such  characters  would  go 
to  hell  if  they  did  not  repent  and  and  Confess . Joseph  W.  Young,  and 
his  wife,  went  home  with  us  from  Meeting  and  took  Tea.  Evening  at 
Meeting  in  the  14th  Yfard  School-house.  P.P.P.  Spoke  upon  the  sermons 
we  had  heard  in  the  Tabernacle.  Amasa  Lyman  followed  treating  upon  the 
evils  that  existed  with  the  people,  and  how  they  must  be  removed  before 
they  could  be  the  people  of  the  Lord.  P.P.F.  followed  him  showing  how 
that  Zion  could  never  be  built  up  while  Gentiles  could  have  place  place 
among  us,  and  the  bretheren  would  sell  their  possessions  to  them  and  their 
grain  to  support  them  in  wickedness  among  the  Saints,  It  was  not  so  in 
heaven  and  must  not  be  so  among  Saints  upon  the  Earth  if  the  New  Jerusa- 
lem was  ever  built  up.  Meeting  opened  with  prayer  by  S.W.  Richards, 
and  after  the  sermons  he  read  a notice  from  the  First  Presidency  that 
members  of  the  14th  Ward  could  get  their  indowments  if  they  had  complied 
with  the  regulation  of  the  church,  (p.  14) 
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Mon  10.  In  the  forenoon  with  the  Committee  at  the  Pres_t  Office  revising. 
Matter  for  the  first  Reader.  In  the  P.M.  at  Bro.  Cains  w ith  Bro  E Smith 
arranging  business  of  the  ^ompany.  (Herding  Co. & Mail)  till  near  dark. 
Evening  at  the  Prests  Office  with  the  Regency  who  were  examining  our 
work  by  copying  on  the  blackboard  and  testing  the  spelling. 

Tues.  11  Was  in  the  Endowment  house  today,  the  first  of  that  business  done 
Since  last  fall.  Too]f  the  part  of  Yah.  and  names,  ages,  &c. , of  most  of 
those  to  be  sealed.  Presidency  were  there.  Took  Tea  with  Mary,  Mary 
Ann,  Sister  Parker  &,  their  children.  Sister  Alex.  Robbins,  and  Sister 
Heywood^  at  Bro.  N.H.  Felt  house,  with  his  wives.  Evening  with  the 
Regency  in  the  Upper  Room  of  the  President’s  Office,  examing  the  spelling 
of  the  New  Books  in  the  D.  Alphabet.  A very  serious  conversation  took 
place  between  Prest  B.  Young  and  Orson  Pratt  upon  doctrine.  O.P.  was 
directly  apposed  to  the  Prest  views  and  very  freely  expressed  his  entire 
disbelief  in  them  after  being  told  by  the  President  that  things  were 
so  and  so  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  He  was  firm  in  the  Position  that  the 
Prest’ s word  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  was  not  the  word  of  the  Lord  to 
him.  The  Prest  did  not  believe  that  Orson  would  ever  be  Adam,  to  learn 
by  experience  the  facts  discussed,  but  every  other,  person  in  the  room  would 
if  they  lived  faithful.  J.M.  Grant,  Amasa  Lyman,  W.  Woodruff,  Albert 
Carrington,  Elias  Smith,  L Robt  L.  Campbell  also  were  present,  (p.  15) 

Tfed  12  Called  to  see  Bro.  Jolly  about  purchase  of  Lumber  for  Mowrey. 

Called  at  the  Committee  Room  awhile  and  there  had  some  conversation  about 
what  took  place  the  evening  before  between  the  President  & 0.  Pratt. 
Afternoon  with  Bro  Cain  Making  out  a list  of  the  Cattle  to  be  brought 
up  from  the  herd  ground,  and  other  items  of  business.  Encaged  John  Uurrie 
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to  go  a trip  with  the  Mail.  MacPherson  brought  not  very  favorable  news 
from  the  Herd,  and  it  was  deemed  best  to  move  them  from  where  they  were. 

E.  Smith  with  us  till  late  in  the  evening. 

Thurs.  13  This  Morning  engaged  in  getting,  the  Mail  started.  The  herd- 
ing Company  hired  Edwin  C.  Brand  to  go  down  and  take  charge  of  the  herd 
in  Juab  County.  Part  of  the  day  engaged  in  transfering  a/c’s  to  Ledger 
Evening  at  Bro.  Cain’s  awhile  on  business,  and  at  home. 

Frid.  14.  Attending  to  business  with  men  who  called  upon  me  in  the  Morn- 
in  to  near  9 then  went  with  Helena  and  Bister  Cash  to  the  Endowment  House 
where  they  received  their  Endowments,  and  I officiated  through  the  day 
Bought  a House  and  Lot  of  Samuel  Bennett  (p.  16)  situated  in  the  2nd  Ward, 
for  which  I paid  him  the  value  of  about  $150.  Loaned  to  Bro.  Nethercott 
$45  dollars  for  which  1 took  deeds  of  Property  to  secure  me  until  paid 
which  was  to  be  done  in  2 Months,  with  the  promise  of  20  bushel  of  grain, 
or  its  equivalent  in  something  else  after  harvest.  Evening  attended  a 
lecture  at  the  Social  Hall  delivered  before  the  Typo graphical  and  Press 
association  by  Prof:fs_  Albert  Carrington,  with  Mary  and  Helena. 

Sat.  15  Morning  obtained  a copy  of  my  a/c  with  the  Deseret  Hews  Office. 
Paid  $117.45  at  the  Tithing  Office,  and  then  ploughed  a part  of  my  garden 
with  Bro.  Cain’s  cattle,  to  put  in  some  early  seeds  Bro  Heath  called 

upon  me  to  get  the  use  of  my  house  and  lot  in  the  Big  fieid.  Took  Tea 
and  spent  the  evening  at  Bro.  Anthony  Ivins,  with  Helena  & Jane,  and  other 
friends,  invited  in  by  them. 

Sun.  16  At  the  morning  meeting  in  the  Tabernacle  with  Mary  k Helena. 

Elder  Vernon  preached  bearing  testimony  of  the  Truth,  and  relating  his 
experience  spoke  of  the  virtue  imported  to  him  by  Bro.  Kimball  when  he 
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put  his  hands  upon  his  shoulders  one  time  when  going  out  of  the  Taber- 
nacle. Also  of  being  immediately  healed  from  the  effects  of  an  attack 
of  the  apoplexy  by  a touch  of  President  Young*  Of  a vision  in  which  he 
saw  and  received  administrations  from  the  Prophet  Joseph,  in  which  was 
given  to  him  a sign  of  the  (p.  17)  Priesthood  just  as  he  received  it  in 
the  house  of  the  E0rd  some  time  after.  Bore  Testimony  of  the  excellency 
and  power  of  the  Presidency  of  the  Church,  that  the  principles  & power  of 
the  (sic)  Government  were  with  them,  that  peace  was  in  Utah  when  it  was 
almost  unknown  in  the  world,  which  was  a proff  of  the  fact.  Spoke  of  the 
condition  pf  the  Nations,  referring  to  many  of  them  individually,  showing 
the  absence  of  a Master  Spirit  to  combine  the  energy  of  the  people  and 
carry  such  measures  as  the  stability  of  Governments  demanded.  He  was 
altogether  very  interesting*  Prest  Young  followed  with  a few  appro- 
priate remarks  enlogizing  the  native  simplicity  of  Bro.  Vernons  discourse 
Bore  testimony  of  the  general  improvement  of  the  people,  the  power  we  pos 
sessed  within  ourselves  to  make  life  happy  and  desirable  or  other  wise. 
Was  glad  to  see  the  People  humbled  through  poverty  to  call  upon  the  name 
of  the  Lord.  & cautioned  the  Bishops  to  look  well  after  the  people  of 
their  wards.  P*M.  Elder  E.  D.  Woolley  spoke  of  the  circumstances  of 
his  Ward,  their  standing,  &c.  his  determination  to  cut  off  dead  members 
&c,  and  hoped  some  would  go  to  California.  Preset  Young  spoke  a short 
time  and  wanted  the  Elders  to  learn  in  their  preaching  to  the  people  to 
speak  such  things  as  the  people  could  understand,  and  make  their  commun- 
ications plain  and  easy.  (p.  18)  He  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  a harmon- 
ious action  between  the  -“^ental  and  physical  organization  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  both.  rj-'hat  the  mind  could  be  exercised  too  much,  and  the  body 
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too  little,  or  the  body  too  much  and  the  mind  too  little,  but  an  equili- 
brium must  be  observed.  Spoke  of  the  bishops  as  being  dilatory  in 
their  duty  and  that  they  shouU  wake  up  and  look  after  the  people  and  know 
more  about  them  and  their  circumstances,  Would  say  for  their  consolation 
that  at  the  next  conference  he  intended  to  drop  quite  a number  of  the 
Bishops  and  put  in  some  men  that  had  hearts  & brains,  &c.  Evening  at 
the  ward  ^etin  , which  was  addressed  by  Elder  A.  Lyman  who  spoke  upon 
several  points  mentioned  in  the  tabernacle  Mary  Ann,  & Jane  were  with 
me,  and  on  our  way  home  called  at  Bro.  Cains  for  uelena  who  had  been  spend- 
ing the  evening  there. 

Mon.  17.  To  day  assembled  with  the  members  of  Convention  in  the  Council 
House  where  the  Convention  organized  by  electing  J.M.  Grant  President  T. 
Bullock  & J.  Grimshaw  Secretaries,  C-.D.  Watt,  & J.V.Lone  Reporters  and 
other  Officers.  Members  and  Officers  were  sworn  in  by  Chief  .Justice  J 
F,  Kinny.  Some  items  of  business  were  discussed  and  motions  made  prepara- 
tory to  business.  I was  one  of  three  appointed  to  examine  the  Credintials 
of  the  Members.  A Band  of  Music  paraded  the  Streets,  cannon  fired,  and 
flags  were  flying  in  the  breeze,  indicating  a strong  love  of  Liberty.

C.  Crismen1 s,  with  M.A.R.  who  stopped  to  help  Lizzie  C.  and  I went  to 
cj.ty  to  take  parcel  to  Carrie.  Some  Sun,  Some  Squalls.  Called  on  Bro. 
Franklin.  Ho  news  yet  from  TJ. S . Sup.  Court  or  Congress,  of  doings  against 
Utah  Returned  home,  and  took  papers  to  Bro.  Wheeler.  Had  talk  about 
the  prospects  threatining  Utah,  &c  Evening  with  children  studying  & writ- 
ing.

Y/ent  out  with  S.H.B.  Smith,  to  look  at  land  on 
School  Section.  Afternoon  was  at  Ward  Meeting.  'Willard  Snoiv,  and  myself 
were  the  speakers.  I spoke  of  the  latter  daywork,  as  to  "all  the  Tforld."

This  Morn,  went  to  City  for  lumber  to  Make  Beehives, 
to  see  Carrie  about  the  fence  on  4th  Yvrard  lot,  and  planted  Cabbare  & parsnips. 
Returned  home,  and  found  surveyor  ixardy  surveying  My  land  and  others  on  the 
school  section,  for  Kelsey  & Kelsey  had  men  putting  up  posts,  for  fence, 
at  corner  of  land  I sold  to  L.W.R.  Water  stoped  off  to  day.  I went  to 
City  and  saw  Hardy  & Bird  of  Land  Office  about  Kelsey’s  Move  on  my  land,&c.

Returning  from  my  first  European  Mission  in  the  fall  of 
1848,  I found  my  -wife  in  the  neighborhood  of  Winter  Quarters, 
having  gone  that  far  from  Nauvoo,  •where  I had  left  her  in  the 
spring  of  1846,  on  her  way  to  the  mountains,  whither  the  Saints 
were  now  gathering  for  a resting  place.  They  were  being  driven 
from  Nauvoo,  their  third  resting  place,  which  led  the  Prophet 
Joseph  to  determine  to  take  his  people  to  the  Rocky  Mountains 
beyond  the  power  of  mobocrats  to  molest  them. 

Upon  arriving  at  Winter  Quarters  and  finding  my  family 
and  many  friends  there,  I concluded  to  spend  the  winter  in  that 
neighborhood;  and  finding  a place  to  be  vacated  soon  over  in 
the  border  of  Missouri,  I moved  there  with  my  little  family 
for  the  winter,  with  the  intention  of  continuing  my  journey 
to  the  mountains,  the  saints'  newly  appointed  gathering  place. 

While  there  I was  visited  by  Oliver  Cowdery  and  wife  on 
their  way  to  visit  Mrs.  Cowdery' s brother,  David  Whitmer,  who 
was  then  living  in  Ray  County,  Mo.,  prior  to  their  starting 
for  the  mountains  in  the  spring  to  settle  with  the  Saints  who 
were  locating  in  Salt  Lake  Valley.  Just  before  the  time  of 
their  arrival  at  my  home  a very  severe  snow  storm  commenced, 
and  they  were  very  glad  when  they  called  for  shelter  to  find 
they  were  with  those  of  their  own  faith. 
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The  storm  was  so  severe  as  to  stop  travel,  and  they  spent 
over  two  weeks  with  us  at  our  home.  This  was  not  lost  time  to 
either  of  us.  He  soon  learned  of  my  past  life,  and  I of  his. 

Our  time  [p.  2]  was  almost  entirely  spent  in  getting  acquainted 
with  each  other* s past  history.  I was  surprised  at  the  bright 
recollection  he  seemed  to  have  of  his  early  experiences  with 
the  Prophet  Joseph,  especially  in  relation  to  the  work  of 
translating  the  Book  of  Mormon.  He  represented  Joseph  as 
sitting  at  a table  with  the  plates  before  him,  translating 
them  by  means  of  the  Urim  and  Thummim,  while  he  (Oliver)  sat 
beside  him  writing  every  word  as  Joseph  spoke  them  to  him. 

This  was  done  by  holding  the  "translators"  over  the  heiroglyphics, 
the  translation  appearing  distinctly  on  the  instrument,  which 
had  been  touched  by  the  finger  of  God  and  dedicated  and  conse- 
crated for  the  express  purpose  of  translating  languages.  Every 
word  was  distinctly  visible  even  to  every  letter;  and  if  Oliver 
omitted  a word  or  failed  to  spell  a word  correctly,  the  trans- 
lation remained  on  the  "interpreter"  until  it  was  copied  correctly* 
This  was  a great  mystery  to  Oliver,  how  Joseph,  being  comparatively 
ignorant,  could  thus  correct  him,  even  in  spelling,  without  seeing 
the  word  written;  and  he  did  not  rest  satisfied  until  he  himself 
obtained  the  gift  to  translate  also.  To  satisfy  Oliver,  Joseph 
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went  with  him  before  the  Lord  in  prayer,  and  the  Lord  "bestowed 
on  Oliver  the  gift  "by  which  he  was  enabled  to  translate;  and 
thus  he  learned  how  it  was  that  Joseph  could  correct  him  even 
to  the  spelling  of  words. 

Any  one  acquainted  with  the  Book  of  Mormon  can  well  see 
the  necessity  of  such  a provision,  as  the  book  abounds  with 
names  of  persons,  places  and  things  entirely  unused  in  our 
language.  After  this  experience,  Oliver  was  quite  satisfied 
to  write  what  was  given  [p.  3]  "to  him,  and  make  corrections 
whenever  necessary.  The  entire  record  known  as  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  was  thus  brought  forth  to  the  world,  not  by  the  learn- 
ing of  man,  but  by  the  gift  and  power  of  God,  and  is  true. 

This  interview  with  Brother  Cowdery  was  one  of  entire 
freedom  and  familiarity,  although  we  had  never  met  before; 
and  his  experience  in  connection  with  the  Prophet  Joseph  at 
a time  when  the  Prophet  was  in  constant  communication  with 
God  and  angels,  tended  to  make  of  it  a most  devine  and  sacred 
interview  to  me. 

Before  leaving,  it  was  arranged  that  Oliver  should  return 
in  the  spring  in  time  to  join  the  early  emigration  to  the  valley 
of  Salt  Lake,  where  he  said  he  was  going  to  give  his  time  and 
services  to  the  Church;  and  if  the  authorities  desired  it  of 
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him,  he  said  he  would  go  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  tell 
the  world  of  things  that  no  other  person  then  living  could 
tell,  of  the  ministrations  of  God  and  angels  to  Joseph  in  this 
great  and  last  dispensation.  But  Oliver  never  returned.  He 
was  taken  to  join  the  throng  above,  to  the  society  of  Joseph 
and  others  of  sacred  memory  to  him.
